It appears that the Fourteenth Mount- 
ed Infantry did not camp at night, in | 
order to surprise a Boer farm, which, | 
however, was found to be deserted. Six | 
Boers were sighted on a _ neighboring | 
ridge, and were unsuccessfully chased, | 
the British finally halting. The Third | 
Company, which had advanced the fur- 
thest, saw a body of men approaching. 
They were dressed in khaki and were | 
moving in sections, with the officers in | 
front. It was supposed that they were 
British, and they were allowed to ad- ; 


vance close to Col. Spence’s men before 
the mistake was discovered.

The Boers poured in a volley, and the ' 

Third Company was at once overpow- | 

ered. On the left the Second Company ; 

almost shared the same fate, but | 
ceeded in making a stand. The First 

Company, which was some way behind, | 

was enabled to retire, while the Fourth 

Company suffered a few casualties. | 

The Boers were in considerable force, |

RUSSIA’S VOLUNTEER FLEET. 


Plan to Make It the Nucleus of a Mer- 
cantile Marine May Be Dropped.

LONDON, Dec. 28.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Times says M. de 
Witte, the Finance Minister, has laid be- 
fore the Council of State a proposal to 
transfer the volunteer fleet from the 
Ministry of Marine to the Ministry of 
Finance, with the object of making it the 
nucleus of a large mercantile maring. 

The fleet was built by private subscrip- 
tion after the Russo-Turkish war, and 
was of the greatest use in transporting 
troops to Port Arthur at the time of 
the recent troubles. It is felt that the 
Government would not be justified in 
changing the character of an institution 
founded by private patriotism. The 
ships, also, are primarily warships. 

It is believed, therefore, that M. de 
Witte will allow the proposal to drop.

Great Britain’s Attitude Said to Have 
Determined That of France 
and Russia.

LONDON, Dec. 28.—A great deal of 
interest has been aroused on the Conti- 
nent by the reply of The Times's Wash- 
ington correspondent to the assertions of 
M. Hanotaux, French ex-Foreign Min- 
ister, about the attitude of Great Britain 
at the time of the Hispano-American 
war, 

The Paris correspondent of The Times 
says it has long been known that Aus- 
tria-Hungary, in sounding three Gov- 
ernments on their views regarding a col- 
lective demonstration, fulfilled what she 
thought was her duty to the Spanish 
Queen Regent, to whose solicitations she 
could not say no. 

It is also known, adds the correspond- 
ent, that Austria’s main concern was to 
learn the reply of Great Britain, which 
was to determine that of France, which 
in its turn involved that of Russia. It 
is not believed that Germany or Italy 
was approached. 

It behooves either the American Con- 
gress or the British Parliament, says the 
correspondent, to provide for public opin- 
ion the needful documents to throw com- 
plete light on the episode. 


ANTI-GAMBLING CRUSADE. 


Scandal in Vienna May Cause a Reform 
—Principals in Big Game Ex- 
pelled from Austria.

LONDON, Dec. 28.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Times says the anti- 
dueling movement in Austria may be 
soon followed by an anti-gambling move- 
ment. The loss a few evenings ago by a 
Polish nobleman of more than 2,000,000 
Austrian crowns at the Vienna Jockey 
Club has been the principal topic of so- 
cial conversation and comment in the 
newspapers of Vienna and Budapest dur- 
ing the holidays. 

One Vienna journal—not a socialistic 
sheet—pointed out the contrast between 
the sum lost by the nobleman in question 
and the 799 crowns raised after weeks 
of appeal on behalf of the poor children 
of Vienna: 

Gambling on such a large scale is gen- 
erally condemned, and it is said that the 
authorities intend to enforce the law 
providing for the fining of Austrian sub- 
jects who engage in gambling and the 
expulsion of foreigners who do so. 


Austrian Emperor Punishes Gamblers. 
VIENNA, Dec. 27.—Emperor Francis 
Joseph has ordered the expulsion from 
Austria of the principals in the baccarat 


game of Dec. 21, when, at the Vienna 
ockey Club, Count Potocki lost $500,000 in 
three hours’~playing, Count Pallaviotni 
winning most of the money. Counts John 
and Joseph Potocki have retired to Rus- 
sia. Gambling for large amounts of money 
is illegal in Austria. 


BULGARIAN COUPONS TO BE PAID,

Bell, old-time newspaper man and shrewd 
real estate dealer, is the sole surviving 
member of the thirty-three men who com- 
posed the “ Last.Man’s Brotherhood,” or- 
ganized almost half a century ago. It was 
during the years immediately precéding the 
civil war that the play ‘ Geoffrey Dale” 
was staged here, and in one of the scenes a 
bottle of wine was done up in a wicker 
hamper and stored away to be drunk by a 
last survivor.

HR. CROKER REMAINS 
TAMMANY’S LEADER 


He Invites Criticism, but His Sub- 
ordinate Leaders Are Silent. 


Executive and General Committees of 
the Organization Convene—Lewis 
Nixon Elected Chairman. 


A meeting of the Tammany Hall Execu- 
tive Committee was held last evening and 
Richard Croker was present. He did not re- 
sign from the leadership, as it was stated 
he would do soon after the election. In- 
stead Mr. Croker indicated that he intend- 
ed to continue at the helm and he issued 
an invitation to all the discontented mem- 
bers of Tammany Hall to come “out in 
the open and make their kicks.’ No fault, 
however, was found by any one with Mr. 
Croker's leadership. 

At the meeting three new leaders were 
present, although not officially elected as 
yet. They were Timothy P. Sullivan, who 
Sullivan as 
the Executive Committeeman from -the 
Sixth District; Florence J. Sullivan, who 
succeeds Martin Engel in the Eighth, and 
James J. Frawley, who succeeds John J. 
Ryan in the Thirty-second. 

Mr. Croker said he had no candidates for 
the General Committee. He added: 

“If any one is dissatisfied with anything 
proposed let him get up and say so. Any 
criticism of faultfinding may be expressed.” 

There was no response to this statement 
except hand-clapping by the members. 

When the General Committee convened 
later Lewis Nixon was nominated for Tem- 


porary Chairman. During the roll call 
Judge George M. Van Hoesen said: 

‘Any one is at liberty to get up and ex- 
press any choice he may have for Chair- 
man. 

This statement was made a second time, 
and the tone was one of defiance. There 
was no response. When Mr. Croker’s name 
was called there was hearty cheering. 

Mr. Nixon was elected Chairman and 
Senator Bernard Martin and Augustus Moe- 
bus escorted him to the chair. Councilman 
Ilart was made permanent Chairman, and 
T homas F. Smith Secretary. A committee 
of five was named to prepare rules for the 
control of the General Committee in 1902. 
The committee consists of Senator Grady, 
James J. Martin, Rollin M. Morgan, John 
Whalen, and Michael C. Murphy.* Some 
routine motions were put through, and the 
meeting adjourned. 


CHICAGO WOMAN’S CLUB 
MAY HAVE TO DISBAND. 


Trouble Arising from an Accusation of 
Anonymous Letter Writing Causes 
Serious Dissention.

CHICAGO, Dec. 27.~The Chicago Wo- 
man's Club, with a membership of 900, 
whieh was founded in 1876, is threatened 
with disruption. At the last election a 
Presidential candidate, Mrs. Robert Far- 
son, was attacked by an anonymous letter 
writer, who charged her with financial dis- 
honesty. A committee cleared Mrs. Farson 
of the charge. The club appointed a com- 
mittee to discover the letter writer. 

After long sessions and the help of hand- 
writing experts the committee secretly de- 
cided that it was the work of Mrs. Alice 
Bradford Wiles, a prominent soclety wo- 
man and State Regent of the Daughters of 
the Revolution, Instead of making its de- 
cision public, it allowed it to leak out pri- 
vately until all the club and thousands of 
outsiders knew it. 

Mrs. Wiles appeared with her friends on 
Thursday and demanded a hearing. She 
had the testimony of five handwriting ex- 
perts, who deciared the anonymous letter 
was not her work. There was a_ strong 
feeling against her, but she compelled the 
members to take the matter to the Execu- 
tive Committee next Monday. She has re- 
tained an attorney, Francis W. Walker, and 
if she is not completely exonerated she 
will sue the club officers, and the investi- 
gating committee for slander and damages. 
Many members are in favor of the club 
disbanding. 


NORDAU’S ADVICE TO JEWS. 


He Speaks at the Zionist Congress—Op- 
poses Emigration to London and 
New York Sweating Dens. 
BASEL, Dec. Max Nordau, the au- 
thor and physician, delivered a_ brilliant 
speech to-day before the Zionist Congress, 

which was opened here yesterday. 
M. Nordau spoke on the physical and in- 
tellectual improvement of the Jews and ad- 


vised them to cease emigrating from East- 
ern Europe to the sweating dens of London 
and New York. He said the Jews already 
in those cities should organize themselves 
into co-operative bodies for their mutual 
betterment, and he deprecated the system 
of early marriages.

Willard H. Brownson of the battleship Ala- 
bama, was admitted to probate to-day by 
Surrogate Silkman. Nearly $500,000 is left 
to charity. The executors named in the 
will are Commander W. H. Brownson and 
Mrs. Isabella B. Brownson, his wife. Mrs. 
Brownson receives $150,000 outright. To a 
trusted employe, Daniel Fitzpatrick, Mr. 
Roberts gives $1,000. In the sixth clause 
of the will it is provided that all bequests 
be tripled. He stipulates that after the be- 
quests are paid the residue of the estate 
shall be divided equally between the Brown- 
sons and the Homeopathic Hospital in Yon-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The gathering 
of German warships in the vicinity of Ven- 
ezuela and the presence in the same locality 
of many American, British, French, and 
other foreign warships is directing atten- 
tion to the probable imminence of a Ger- 
man naval demonstration against Venez- 
uela. Thus far the German Government 
has not made known the exact details of 
the proposed move, the official communi- 
cations to the United States being confined 
to an inquiry as to the attitude of the Gov- 
ernment here on the question of a demon- 
stration, in view of the purpose of Ger- 
many not to acquire any permanent foot- 
hold in Venezuela. The answer of the 
United States Government was entirely sat- 
isfactory to the German authorities, who 
since receiving it have proceeded with their 
plans for coercing Venezuela. 

It said to be probable that the first 
move by Germany will be the establishment 
of a blockade, so as to prevent the intro- 
duction of food products into Venezuela.

The fresh-water 
supply of La Guayra and Maracaibo is 
drawn from interior streams and lakes, 
and these may be cut off. The interior of 
Venezuela is regarded as safe, as it is said 
that it would take at least 200,000 German 
soldiers to make headway through the wild 
— uneven country against guerrilla tac- 
tics. 

There appears also to be much reliance on 
the part of Venezuela in the sentiment and 
sympathy which can be aroused within the 
United States when a Buropean invader is 
actually operating on Ameritan soil, Ven- 
ezuela, it is understood, also relies on the 
fact that foreign capital is invested in the 
large Venezuelan ports, and would be the 
heaviest sufferer from any destruction 
wrought by the Germans. Money from 
France, Great Britain, Germany, and the 
United States has built up La Guayrs, 
Maracaibo, and other large places, and 
little Venezuelan capital, it is said, is at 
stake. A German blockade, so Venezuelans 
declare, will prove quite as onerous to 
American. British, and other foreign ship- 
ping as to the internal interests of Ven- 
ezuela, and these shipping interests are ex-

The 
woman was near Nantell and MrClusky 
and directly in the path of the motor 
vehicle. Fireraan Tvrdy, perceiving her 
danger, in the nick of time grabbed the wo- 
man and with one strong pull threw her 
to the sidewalk. He himself fell to the 
gutter, injuring his left hand.

Street Police Station called an ambulance 
from Bellevue Hospital and arrested Sim- 
mons. When Dr. Pirre of Bellevue Hos- 
pital arrived he could only pronounce Nan- 
tell dead, and said that death was probably 
due to a fractured skull. He took McClus- 
key, who was suffering from contusions 
and shock, to the hospital.

MISER DIES OF STARVATION. 
Herd 820,000 in the Bank, and Ready 

Money in the House.

DANBURY, Conn., Dee. 27.—John Fitz- 
patrick, the possessor of a fortune of over 
$20,000 in bank deposits besides an un- 
known quantity of gold coin, died from 
starvation and want in his lonely house in 
the littie village of Croton Falls, N. Y., 
yesterday. Fitzpatrick was seventy-two 
years old, and until a Yew years ago, when 
he became unfitted for manual labor, was 
employed as a laborer on the Harlem Rail- 
way. 

Four years ago his wife died, and since 
that time Fitzpatrick lived alone In his 
house. Yesterday the neighbors, who sus- 


pected all was not well with Fitzpatrick, 
as he had not been seen tor several days, 
decided to investigate. One of them climbed 
into the house through a window ang found 
the man in a dying condition. Alfthe ef- 
forts to revive him were unavailing and he 
died in a few hours. In the room there was 
not a morsel to eat excepting a dry brtad 
crust. 

In searching the house the neighbors 
found gold coins amounting to $85 In a

books containing records of deposits of 
over $15,000 in banks in New York City 
and other places in Fitzpatrick’s namé.

LATEST CABINET RUMORS. 


The Periodicity of Reports About F. D. 
Coburn of Kansas—Secretary Wil- 


son Not to Retire. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Rumor-mongers 
were busy this morning with the story 
sent out from Omaha last night to the ef- 
fect that a Kansas man soon would he a 
member of President Roosevelt’s Cabinet. 
According to this story, Secretary Wilson 
of the Agricultural Department was to 
retire and F. D. Coburn, who ts serving 
his fourth term as Secretary of the Kansas 


State Board of Agriculture, was to be in- | 


vited to fill the vacancy. 

Inasmuch as it was announced officially 
at the White House at the time of Mr. 
Shaw's appointment as Secretary of the 
Treasury that Mr. Wilson was to stay in 
the Cabinet, the Omaha story did not 
promise to pan out very well, and nobody 
seemed surprised when it was denied em- 
phatically by Mr. Cortelyou and also by 
Secretary Wilson. Later it was called 
to mind that several times within two 
years reports had come from the West 
announcing that this same Mr. Coburn was 
about to graduate from his State office and 
become a Cabinet officer. 

The conclusion arrived at was that the 
Coburn Cabinet rumor had a certain period- 
icity, like a comet, and that it resembled 
the comet also in the fact that it is not 
likely to run against any earthly interest. 
The general belief in Washington is that 
Mr. Wilson has not the slightest inten- 
tion of giving up his official position, and 
that he is likely to stay with Mr. Roose- 
velt for a long time. 

The earny retirement of Secretary Long is 
considered much more probable than 
that of Mr. Wilson, and it is said to-day 
that Mr. Long is as anxious to get out of 
the Cabinet as he was when he informed 
Mr. McKinley of his desire retire to 
private life. A few days ago, in a jocular 
conversation with Representative Alexan- 
der ot New York, the Secretary of the Navy 
made a remark which all who heard it ac- 
cepted as setting forth his true_ position. 
Mr. Alexander introduced to the Secretary 
one of his New York friends. 

“Mr. Secretary,” said he, ‘“‘ allow me to 
present your namesake, Mr. John D. Long 
of my Congressional district.”

CROPSEY WAS MURDERED 


| Young Wilcox, Her Sweetheart, 


Again Locked Up. 


Reserves and Guard for His Protection 
—North Carolina Girl’s Body Was 
Found Yesterday.

ELIZABETH CITY, N. C., Dec. 27.—Five 
weeks of mystery and speculation as to 
the fate of Miss Ella M. Cropsey terminated 
to-day at 10 o'clock, when the body of the 
missing girl was found floating in the river 
opposite her father’s home. The body was 
discovered by J. D. Stillman, a fisherman, 
who immediately notified the committee. 

When found the body was floating face 
downward. All the wearing apparel was 
intact, with the exception of the rubber 


| shoes which the young woman wore on the 


night of her disappearance. Except for a 
slight discoloration of the face, the body 
was well preserved and was easily identi- 
fied. The spot where it was found had been 
dragged several times since her disappear- 
ance, but with no result. 

Coroner Fearing summoned a jury and 
called in three of the best physicians of the 
city to make a thorough autopsy to see if 
there were any signs of violence on the 
body. 

The verdict of the jury was as follows: 

“We, the Coroner's Jury, having been 
duly summoned and sworn by Dr. I. Fear- 
caused the death of 
Ella M. Cropsey, do hereby report that 
from the investigation made by three phy- 


} Sicians of Elizabeth City, and from their 


opinions, and also from our personal obser- 
M. Cropsey came to her 
death by being stricken a blow on the left 


i temple and by being drowned in the Pas- 


quotank River. 

“We have not yet investigated nor heard 
any testimony as to who inflicted the blow 
and did the drowning. We are informed 
that one James Wilcox is charged with 
same. and is now in custody. We recom- 
mend that investigation as to his or any one 
else's probable guilt be had by one or more 
Magistrates in Elizabeth City Township, 
and that sald Wilcox be held to await said 
investigation.” 

Great crowds were assembled in front of 
the. Academy of Music Building, where the 
jury is in session, waiting for the verdict 
as to whether the girl met with foul play 
or committed suicide. 

Anticipating that trouble might be brewing 
for young Wilcox, the Naval Reserves have 
been ordered out to maintain order and to 
By 
order of the Mayor all the barrooms in the 
city have been closed. 

Wilcox has been removed from the May- 
or’s office, where he had been since his ar- 
rest this afternoon, to the county jail for 
his own protection, and a strong guard has 
been placed around the jail to prevent vio- 
lence. The young man apparently main- 
tains the same indifferent air that 
characterized his actions all the 
through the case. 

The family of the dead girl refuse to ex- 
press an opinion on the matter. The mother 
is completely prostrated, having watched 
daily for the return of her daughter alive. 

Miss Cropsey disappeared from the home 
of her father on the night of Nov, 22. The 
disappearance bof the girl, but eighteen 
years old, pretty and popular, aroused the 
men of three counties, and they scoured 
the country miles around, determined to 
find a trace of her whereabouts. At first 
it was supposed that she had been abduct- 
ed, but. later developments pointed to a 
murder, and James Wilcox, her sweetheart. 
a son of an ex-Sheriff of Pasquotank 
County, and a member of one of the best 
families in the State, was arrested. 

Wilcox could not be connected with the 
suspicion that hovered about him and was 
released on parole. As time passed without 
a elue, extraordinary methods of search 
were instituted. Bloodhounds were brought 
from a neighboring county and were given 
the scent, but the animals were unable to 
locate the girl. One scent they followed to 
the river, another to the neighboring woods, 
where it was lost. Cannon were then fired 
over the river to bring up the body in case 
it was at the bottom. 

Not until Dec. 22, however, did they adopt 
the method by which the body was finaily 
located. On that date a submarine elec- 
trical apparatus used for lighting the bot- 
tom of the river was sent from New York.

A DISPUTE AMONG DOCTORS. 


Removal of Furniture from a Small Hos- 
pital for Consumptives Resisted 


by the Woman Partner. 

Three months ago three doctors opened 
an establishment at 351 Lexington Avenue 
for the reception of consumptives. The 
house is a four-story brown-stone struc- 
ture and was called the Gardner Institute. 
A big brass sign in the front of the house 
bore that name. Last night there was no- 
body in the institute save a _ furniture 
dealer, who was making strenuous efforts 
to get the furnishings of the building out 
to the street, while a lone policeman from 
the East Thirty-fifth Street Station stood 
guard on the stoop and bade defiance to 
the furniture man and refused to allow him 
to move an article. 

Dr. J. H. Gardner, Dr. H. D. Gill, and the 
latter's wife, also a physician, decided to 
conduct a small private hospital for the 
care and treatment of consumptive pa- 
tients. They rented the house on Lexing- 
ton Avenue, and it was fitted up. How 
matters progressed since the establishment 
of the institute is not known, but last night 
there came trouble. 

Dr. Gill and his wife live at 537 East Fif- 
ty-seventh Street. Last night the wife 
drove in a cab to the East Thirty-fifth 
Street Station and told Capt. Delaney that 
Dr. Gardner was removing all the furniture 
in the house, which she said belonged to 
her. She stated that she bought the furni- 
ture when the institute was started and 
that not one article was the property of Dr. 
Gardner. 

Capt. Delaney sent a policeman to the 
house, and he found John Sterns, a furni- 
ture dealer of 626 Third Avenue, at work 

sacking up. He told the policcman that 
Dr. Gardner had sold him the furniture 
for several hundred dollars, and that he 
had also instrueted him to engage ex- 
pressmen to remove three trunks, which 
were in one of the rooms. He said Dr. 
Gardner told him that he was going to 
sail for Europe to-day, and ordered that 
the trunks be sent to the steamship Min- 
nehaha at Pier 39 North River. The 


trunks and the furniture are still in the in- | 
stitute, and will stay there until the mat- | 


ter is decided to-day in the Yorkville Court. 

Mrs. Gill said last night that she would 
get a summons for Dr. Gardner's appear- 
ance in court.

A MASTERPIECE BY WHISTLER. 


The Grand Prize Picture of the Exposi- 
tion of 1900 at the Wunder- 
lich Gallery. 


; One hears now and then a rumor from 
| London that James McNeil Whistler is not 
| painting much, has withdrawn from active 
| work as an artist, and may soon be counted 
on the retired list. It is only one of the 
; infinite humors of Mr. James, however, to 
| allow people to rank him among the non- 
{ producers, in order to startle them with 
| something as airy, as virile, as seeming- 
i easy, and as consummate in craftsmanship 
| with brush as anything he ever did in the 
heyday of his youth. 
| The full-length standing figure of a wo- 
{ man shown last night for the first time in 
America at the Wunderlich Gallery is one 
of those surprises which Mr. Whistler rolls 
like a morsel under his tongue. It was seen 


at the Paris Exposition of 1900, where it 

| took the Grand Prix; it will be seen for a 

| few days only where it now hangs, in a 
loneliness well deserved by its quality, on 
a wall to itself. Whistler calls it ‘* L’An- 
dalousienne”’ in courteous resignation to 
the fierce demand of the Philistines that a 
picture shall have a name, not a mere enu- 
meration of the colors the painter used to 
express his problem. And ‘“L’Andalous- 
ienne’’ is an excellent name, too; for the 
woman is a concentration of a certain type 
of Spaniard in the lower middle classes, 
though the dress is scarcely national—there 
are no national or,local accessories—and the 
action is completely negative. Whoever 
may have stood to him as the model for 
this picture, he has made her a Spanish 
woman unmistakably. 

In a perfectly bare interior with yellow- 
ish gray floor and wall, the floor dark, 
the wall lighter, stands a woman with back 
turned, the size of life. Her head is turned 
to the right, so that one sees it in profile, 
from the tallish knob of coal-black hair 
to the heavy jaw with its severe mouth. 
The woman is between thirty and forty, 
has dead-pale skin and pale red lips, a 
somewhat haughty air which might turn 
sullen. Her robust figure is clothed in a 
gray silk gown, long and with bold folds, 
the corsage covered with black lace, from 
which the bare right arm emerges and 
forms a smooth, agreeable spot to match 

| the face. Feet and left arm are not seen, 
but the left hand is dimly felt at the waist 
to the left. Nothing could well be simpler, 
save for the black lace. Not a flower in 
the hair, not a fan in the hand. She is 
not beautiful; perhaps she is ugly, if that 
word is allowable when speaking of a lady, 
But it is only through the reason that one 
discovers that she is not beautiful. What 
difference does it make when through ap- 
parently the simplest means this wizard 
of the brush presentS® a forceful individ- 
uality that makes one forget the beauty 
that is skin deep? As Emerson has said 
of Hermione: 


If, as they say, she be not fair, 
Beauty's not beautiful to me. 


Suffice it that we have in ‘“ L’Anda- 
lousienne’’ one of those figures which 
stamp the painter of it such a master 
as lives only now and then, a master 
who ranks with Velasquez and Van Dyck, 
deserving of all the honors which for- 
mer ages were proud to heap on genius, 
The effects produced by grays almost alone 
are marvelous to painters and connoisseurs. 
The inner strength and life of the figure, 
the suppressed passion, the latent possi- 
bilities for good or evil in the face, the 
ease of brushwork, the restraint of high- 
est art, all are here well-nigh in perfection. 
The way he has filled his canvas with the 
Zigure is by itself equivalent to a series 
ef lectures in the art of posscesturs. Pity 
that this picture did not figure at the Pan- 
American! for the Committee on Awards 
of a certainty would have made a special 
grand honor class for Whistler, in which he 
would have stood alone, 

That ‘‘ L’Andalousienne” tells no anec- 

dote and is not the portrait of some person 
celebrated for rank or place on the stage or 
for a crime does not make it less interesting 
to those who are fond of pictures for their 
own sake; rather the contrary. To such it 
may be recommended. In a way it recalls 
the portrait of the painter’s mother, now in 
the Luxembourg, for like that wonderful 
canvas its attraction Hes in the essence of 
; paintercraft without the help of anythin 
; less profound, anything more superficia 
and secondary. It should hang where our 
artists could always have access to it in 
order that they may learn from it and also 
realize that modern men can sometimes 
equal the greatest masters of the past. 


THE HALLENBECK INQUEST. 


HUDSON, N. Y., Dec. 27.—Coroner Lisk 
continued to-day the inquest in the case of 
Peter A. Hallenbeck of Greenport, who was 
murdered at his home last Tuesday. The 
fove young men under arrest on suspicion 
of being implicated in the murder are Wil- 


lis, Burton, and Frederick Van Wormer 
and Harvey Bruce. Hallenbeck was shot 
down in the doorway of his house, about 
eighteen miles from Kinderhook, where the 
prisoners have their homes. 

Mrs. Van Wormer, stepmother of the Van 
Wormer's; Pearl Louise Van Buren, a 
friend of Willis Van Wormer; George H. 
Brown, a liveryman; Mrs. Mariah Con- 
nor and her two daughters testified this 
afternoon in behalf of the prisoners, swear- 

| ing to their being in Kinderhook, eighteen 
miles from the scene of the murder, be- 
tween one and two hours after the crime 
was committed. They were positive in their 
statements, which were not shaken under 
examination. 

Demond Vener, a notion dealer of Kinder- 
hook, swore that on Monday two of the 
prisoners purchased masks in his store. The 
masks represented devils’ faces. On Tues- 
day evening, he testified, the other pris- 
oners bought two more. 

The murderers wore masks when Peter 

A, Hallenbeck was killed, 

The wheels of a wagon which the prison- 
| ers hired on the day of the murder are 
| seid to correspond exactly with those lead- 
| ine fror the scene of the crime. The horse 

driven to the wagon had a peculiar shoe, 
and an impression identical with this pecu- 
| itarity is claimed to have been found in the 
| soft earth near the Hallenbeck heme. The 
| shoes worn by -the prisoners on the day of 
their capture are claimed to be the same 
as those which left prints in the snow. 

Interest in the case is intense. The prose- 
cuting officers say they are confident the 
right men have been arrested. So far, how- 
ever, the evidence is entirely circumstantial, 
and the defending counsel declare they can 
establish a satisfactory alibi.

COL. N. B. THURSTON 


Major F. H. E. Ebstein to be Dep- 
uty for Brooklyn. 


Appointments Formally Announced by 


Police Commissioner-Elect Part- 
ridge—Strict Discipline for 


the Force. 


Col. John N. Partridge, who is to be 
Mayor Low's Police Commissioner, yester- 
day announced the appointment of Lieut. 
Col. Nathaniel B. Thurston to be Deputy 
Police Commissioner for Manhattan and 
Major Frederick H. E. Ebstein to be Deputy 
Police Commissioner for Brooklyn. 
Col. Thurston is Inspector of Small Arms 
for the New York State Militia and a mem- 
ber of Major Gen. Roe's staff. Major Eb- 
stein is a retired United States Army of- 
ficer. 

In making the announcement of these ap- 
Partridge said: 

Thurston nor Major Eb-

stein has friends to reward or enemies to ; 


punish. It was my thought that men who 
were accustomed to dealing with large 
numbers, caring for, housing, and getting 
on well with a large force should be chosen. 
I have taken pains to ascertain that Col. 
Thurston and Major Ebstein are good dis- 
ciplinarians, but not martinets." 

‘What will be the status of the Deputy 
Commissioners in the department?’ Col. 
Partridge was asked. 

‘I expect," was the reply, “that Col. 
Thurston will be in charge of details of 
adnunisiration of the department in Man- 
liuttai and the Bronx, and, perhaps, (1 
Richmond, Major Ebstein will have simi- 
lar powers in Brooklyn. Queens, I think, 
is in charge of an Inspector." 

As to borough autonomy in administration 
of police affairs, Col. Partridge said: 

“.[ think a man named Vartridge will 
come pretty near being in command of the 
force. The Police Department is one de- 
partment for the whole city and I hope the 
deputies will take no important step with- 
out consulting me. I have had a personal 
acquaintance with Col. Thurston for about 
twenty years and with Major Ebstein for 
two years. Col. Thurston and Major. Eb- 
stein have known each other for twenty 
years. I regard this mutual acquaintance 
as a great advantage at the outset.”’ 

Col. Thurston was just closing his desk 
for the day at the headquarters of the 
National Guard, in the Stewart Building, 
yesterday afternoon, when seen by a re- 
porter for THE NEW YorK Times. When 
asked what his policy as Deputy Commis- 
sioner would be, he said: 

“IT have my own well-defined ideas about 
the administration of the Police Depart- 
ment of this city, but I am not the Police- 
Commissioner, and my views as a Deputy 
Commissioner are subordinate to those of 
Col. Partridge. His policy is my policy, 
and I think it will work an improvement 
in the Department. 

“Tl have accepted the position offered me 
by Col. Partridge. I nave known him for 
twenty years, and know him to be a strict 
disciplinarian.: It will be a pleasure for me 
to work together with him for the placing 
of the Police Department of New York on 
the plane which the character of its rank 
and file entitles it—the finest of its kind 
in the world. I shall conduct my office 
strictly in accordance with the wishes of 
my chief. That is the only definite an- 
nouncement I can make now. Loyalty to 
his superior officer is the first duty of 
every seldier. It must be the first duty of 
every policeman, and that is my duty. 

‘“‘T imagine, however, that there will be 
no sudden reforms in the department, us 
most people imagine. Many people imagine 
that they will wake up on Jan. 2, look out 
of their windows, and see_ everything 
changed. That is a mistake. The reforms 
must of necessity be gradual, but I think, 
knowing Col. Partridge as I do, that they 
will be thorough. 

** Always prefacing my remarks with the 
statement that I have no policy except that 
dictated by my superior, I will state that 
ersonally I am in favor of enforcing every 
aw on the statute books. If the Sunday 
law is unpopular, then it is up to the peo- 
ple. I am in favor of the most liberal sort 
of Sunday law. I think that the theatres 
ought ba be open on Sunday and that a 
man w wants a drink on that day should 
be able to get it without being made to feel 
that he is breaking the law. 

“If the law closing all saloons on the 
Sabbath is allowed to stand on the statutes 
I believe that they should be enforced to 
the letter. There are other Sunday closin 
laws having nothing to do with the sale 
of liquors that are still on the statute books 
that have not been enforced for a long 
time. These should be enforced as a mat- 
ter of fair play, and then when the people 
conclude that they are irksome and unnec- 
essary they have it in their power to apply 
a remedy. 

“It is probable that in certain matters 
the Deputy Commissioners will have a large 
amount of discretion. In the matter of po- 
lice trials, for instance, if I am given a free 
hand I will see that the trials are conducted 
exactly in the manner of a military court- 
martial. I have had many years’ experi- 
ence in courts-martial, in both the United 
States and State military service, and in 
all police cases, such as the routine cases 
that come up in the department, Il would 
proceed exactly as in a summary court- 
martial. There will be no favorites and no 
discrimination. There should be cultivated 
in the force that esprit de corps, that abso- 
lute regard for discipline, from the highest 
to the lowest rank, that throughout the his- 
tory of the world have made armies great. 

“As for the wardman sysiem as now 
obtaining in the department my personal 
opinion is that it can be done away with 
to the advantage of the force. There ought 
to be detectives enough in the regular De- 
tective Bureau for that sort of work, but 
this, of course, is a matter that will be 
settled by Col. Partridge.” 

It was stated in Brooklyn last night that 
the appointment of Major Frederick H. E. 
Ebstein as Second Deputy Commissioner of 
Police was largely due to the influence of 
President Roosevelt. The appointment 
was decided upon, it was said, at the recent 
visit made by Col. Partridge to the White 
House. On that occasion both the Presi- 
dent and Gen. Merritt strongly recommend- 
ed Major Ebstein for the place. The Pres- 
ident became grease: attached to Major Eb- 
stein while the two were serving in the 
campaign in Cuba. 

Major Ebstein, when seen last night at 
his home, 1,244 Pacific Street, Brooklyn, 
said he would follow strictly the poticy 
laid down by Col. Partridge in the con- 
duct of police affairs. In response to ques- 
tions us to his views on the excise ques- 
tion, Major Ebstein said that he was in 
favor of a “liberal Sunday,” but would 
be guided by Col, Partridge’s policy. 

“T am a believer in the open side door 
rather than in the open front door,’ said 
he. I take a drink in a saloon on Sunday 
oceasionally. According to our American 
ideas, however, the less openly this is done 
on the Sabbath the better. I believe that 
Col. Partridge intends to pursue a liberal 
policy, which he will outline in an address 
to the force. I will follow the plan he out- 
lines as closely as possible.” 

Major Ebstein said that he believed in 
being a strict ag me neg agar in the depart- 
ment, but not in being a martinet. 

** Do you believe that any radical changes 
are needed in the department in Brooklyn, 
eat oer ” was asked. 

“T think,” he responded, ‘that the 
Brooklyn Department has been singularly 
free from any charges such as have been 
made against the department in Manhat- 
tan. I know of no blackmail system over 
here in this borough. To my mind, the 
Brooklyn force is clean and uncorrupted. 
In fact, I believe that the police force as a 
whole is a very excellent body of men.”

One year after entering the 
service he was made a Corporal. In 1879 
he was made First Sergeant, and the fol- 
lowing year he was promoted to be a First 
Lieutenant. In 1886 he was elected Captain 
of Company E of the Twenty-second Regi- 
ment. Ten years later he received his 
commission as Major, and on May 14, 188, 
he was made Lieutenant Colonel of the 
regiment, the title which he now holds. 

When the Spanish war broke out he en- 
tered the service of the United States as 
Lieutenant Colonel of the Twenty-second 
Regiment, New York Volunteers. His reg- 
iment was stationed at David's Jsland dur- 
ing the war.

PLANS OF BOROUGH HEADS. 


The five Borough Presidents who will 
take office on Jan. 1 met in the office of 
J. Edward Swanstrom, President-elect of 
Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon. There were 
present Jacob Cantor of Manhattan, Louis 
Haffen of the Bronx, Joseph Cassidy of 
Queens, George Cromwell of Richmond, 
and Mr. Swanstrom. The meeting was held 
behind closed doors and lasted over three 
hours. 

President-elect Cantor was designated to 
make a statement regarding the proceed- 
ings. He said: 

‘““We have decided upon a uniform organ- 
ization of the Department of Public Works, 
with the following officers: Commissioner 
of Public Works, Deputy Commissioner of 
Public Works, Superintendent of Sewers, 
with an engineer in charge; Superintendent 
of Public Buildings and Offices, Superin- 
tendent of Highways, with an engineer in 
charge, and Superintendent of Incum- 
brances. There will be a Superintendent of 
Baths in Manhattan, and in Brooklyn if 
the Borough President deems it necessary. 
In Queens, Richmond, and the Bronx there 
will be an engineer in the Department of 
Public Works and in Manhattan and Brook- 
lyn a consulting engineer.” 

‘““Were any names mentioned for these 
places?*’ was asked. 

“Oh, no. The Borough President is the 
head of his department and each will make 
his appointments.” 

“Will this system result in a decrease in 
the salary list? ”’ 

“The new system will cut down the pres- 
ent payroll very considerably. I do not 
care at this time to hazard any guess at 


the amount, but the decrease will be mate- 
rial.’’ 

‘Where will the saving be effected? ”’ 

‘** A number of foremen will be discharged. 
While it will be necessary to maintain as 
separate departments or bureaus the Bu- 
reau of Sewers and the Bureau of High- 
ways, it need not be necessary to Keep on 
the payroll two sets of Inspectors. 

‘* By the way, the Borough Presidents are 
anxious to have it known that we are in 
favor of better bathing facilities. More 
baths are needed on the lower east side of 
Manhattan and in Brooklyn. Reforms are 
to be started in the bathing house manage- 
ment as soon as We can get to work at it.”’ 

When asked as to what the aims of the 
Borough Presidents would be, Mr. Cantor 
said: 

‘“‘ We are not aiming at radical changes so 
much as at changes in manners, methods 
of doing public business, and the proper 
performance of all public duties by the of- 
ficials. As President of the Borough of 
Manhattan, one of the first matters I will 
take up will be street signs." 

Mr. Cantor said that he had not decided 
whom to appoint Commissioner of Public 
Works of the Borough of Manhattan.

‘NEWS OF THE RAILROAD 


Union Pacific’s Report Reticent on 
Northern Pacific Deal. 


| No New Particulars Made Public—Im- 
provements Making in the South- 
ern Pacific System. 


After a delay of several months the long- 
expected annual report of the Union Pacific 
Railroad was made public yesterday. 

It was expected that this report would 
throw new light on the acquisition of an 
interest in the Northern Pacific and the 
| Burlington properties. In this respect, 
however, the report is quite meagre and 
tells nothing that has not been published 
| in these columns before. Touching on the 
acquisition of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, the report says: 

The commercial prosperity of the territory west 
of the Missouri River, which was referred to in 
the last annual report, has continued through- 
out the year covered by the present report. 

The geographical position of the Union Pacific 
system with regard to the Southern Pacific and 
Northern Pacific systems afforded many op- 
portunities for important interchange of busi- 
ness, and the acquisition of these stocks has 
greatly strengthened the position of the system, 
and enabled it to undertake the development of 
hew avenues and sources of traffic. 

Many radical improvements upon the Southern 
Pacific lines have been inaugurated, and are 
being carried forward as rapidly as possible. 
These improvements embrace a comprehensive 
| scheme of placing these lines in a position to 
render a better service at a reduced cost, and 
include the reduction of grades and curvatures, 
new alignment to secure economical operation, 
and the purchase of new and better equipment 
and motive power The nature of these im- 
provements corresponds with those already com- 
pleted upon the Union Pacific system, which 
have shown such satisfactory results in service 
and net revenue. The extensive use of oil as a 
more economical fuel than coal also necessitates 
laige expenditures, which should result in sub- 
Stantial economies, 

A change has been made in the method 
of compiling a statement of assets and lia- 
| bilities and instead of showing holdings of 
the securities of auxiliary companies as as- 
sets, and carrying corresponding amounts 
as liabilities tn separately stated balance 
sheets, it has been considered better to 
adopt the method of presenting a con- 


| densed or consolidated balance sheet of the 


system and eliminating holdings of securi- 
ties of companies embraced therein, show- 
ing as liabilities only such as are outstand- 
ing in the hands of the public. This, says 
the report, will tend to simplify the state- 
ments of accounts of the system and ob- 
To avoid any 
material curtailment of statement, the cur- 
rent liabilities of the constituent com- 
panies are separately stated in the consoli- 
aated balance sheet, and their investments 
scheduled in detailed ex- 
hibits.

The surplus available for dividends shows 
that practically 9 per cent. was earned on 
the common stock. Of the $100,000,000 
debentures authorized by the shareholders 
at a special meeting on March 23, $6,043,000 
have been converted into common. stock, 
leaving $93,957,000 outstanding.

BUYING OF ROAD DID NOT 
CONSTITUTE A MERGER. 


Minneapolis and St. Louis Road Wins 
Appealed Case Against A. T. 
Koerner. 

ST. PAUL, Dec. 27.—Justice Lewis of the 
Supreme Court reversed to-day the Ramsey 
County District Court in the case of the 
Minneapolis and St. Louis Railroad Com- 
pany vs. August T. Koerner, ex-State 
Treasurer. It is held that the purchase of 
the New Ulm and Southwestern by the 
Minneapolis and St. Louis in 1899 did not 
constitute a merger, and that the Minneap- 


olis and St. Leuis is not required to pay 3 
per cent. tax on its gross earnings. 

The New Ulm and Southwestern paid a 
1 per cent. tax for 1897, 1898, and 1899, and 
claimed the right to pay a 2 per cent. tax 
from 1900 to 1906 as a new road. 

A T. Koerner, then State Treasurer, took 
the ground that the purchase of the road 
by the Minneapolis and St. Louis made it 
a part of the latter system, and that a 3 
per cent, tax should be paid upon the new 
line and upon the old. He accepted the 1 
per cent. on account and brought suit to 
recover for the State the remaining 2 per 
ceat., securing judgment in the Ramsey 
County District Court.

Fourth Vice President. 

The election was held to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of J. Irving Brooks, 
Second Vice President. Joseph Wood, for- 
merly Third Vice President, was advanced 
to the office of Second Vice President, and 
J. J. Turner, formerly Fourth Vice Presi- 
dent, succeeds Mr. Wood. Mr. Taylor will 
have charge of the treasury and accountin 
department; Mr. Wood will be in charge o 
the traffic department, and Mr. Turner in 
charge of transportation and real estate.

One of the branches under the present 
city administration may have its methods 
investigated by the Grand Jury. District 
Attorney Philbin announced yesterday aft-

From the information which he has the 
District Attorney believes that there has 
been neglect of duty in the advertising for 
bids, particularly those for stationery and 
printing. 

Deputy Assistant District Attorney 
Thorne has the matter in his hands. He is 
to remain with the staff under William 
Travers Jeréme. Mr. Thorne refused to 
discuss the case further than to say that it 
was in such shape it would early be placed 
before the new District Attorney. 

Mr. Philbin said: ‘‘ The proper person to 
give information will be my successor, if 
he wishes to make the matter public to any 
extent. But I think that I am justified in 
Stating that there is sufficient proof gath- 


ered in this office to warrant bringing The 
sty Record to the attention of the Grand 

.Villiam A. Butier, Supervisor of The 
City Record, expressed unbounded surprise 
when he received the information from the 
District Attorney's office. He said that the 
aftairs of the office were practically in the 
hands of his superiors in the administra- 
tion, and tnat he could not see how under 
the system of triple checking there could 
be any possibility of fraud in his office. 
He felt sure that there had never been 
even a _ nickel wasted under his manage- 
ment. Mr. Butler said further: 

“IT have a receipt for every bill and 
transaction in this office since | became Su- 
pervisor, four years ago. The accounts ars 
perfectly straight and the system not com- 
plicated, though there is the system of 
triple checking. Every requisition is signed 
three times—by the Mayor, the Corporation 
Counsel, and the Controller. They pass as 
many times through their hands.

JUMPS TO DEATH IN RIVER. 


A woman whose identity its as yet un- 
known was seen by several passersby to

employed. She explained her sudden flight 
from Kniff by saying that she was so 
frightened by what she had seen that she 
hardly knew what she was doing.

SECOND-CLASS MAIL RULINGS. 


Postmaster General Smith Corrects a 
Misunderstanding Which Caused 
Alarm to Publishers. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Many of the 
publishers of the country have been in- 
formed that the Post Office Department 
has made a ruling which permits the mail- 
ing as second-class matter only of publica- 
tions the subscription to which has been 
paid in advance. As such a ruling would 
finjuriously affect many publishers, the de- 
partment has received a number of pro- 
tests from different parts of the country. 

The Postmaster General declared to-day 


that no such ruling had been made. The 
protesis, it is said at the department, are 
the result of action taken in the case of one 
particular New York publication, This 
concern or its friends have, according to 
the department, misrepresented the facts 
80 as to alarm the publishers of the coun- 
try, and the result has been a lot of trouble 
to the Post Office officials. 

No ruling whatever, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral says, has been made which interferes 
with reasonable credit on subscriptions to 
legitimate publications, and the ruling 
which was made was in pursuance of Mr. 
Smith’s scheme for reform of the second- 
class matter abuse. The case has been 
misrepresented, it is claimed, so as to ém- 
barrass those interested in the institution 
of the reform. 

The publication in question, it is stated, 
had been circulating 750,000 copies. In- 
quiries were made by the department to 
find out whether the necessary one-half 
of the circulation was bona fide paid-up 
subscription. 

The publishers claimed that it was, but 
subsequently it was found that 130,000 cop- 
fes out of the 375,000 were sent to persons 
whose subscriptions had expired and had 
not been renewed, thus giving the publish- 
ers an additional 130,000 sample copies 
above what they were entitled to, his 
statement was made by Assistant Post- 
master General Madden to-day, and he 
added that even this would not of necessity 
have moved the department to interfere, 
but that the 375,000 subscriptions were 
mainly secured by premiums. The depart- 
ment informed the publishers concerned 
that under these circumstances they could 
not secure the special Post Office priviliges 
for their publication.

He Will Be Eighty Years Old Next Week 
—His Long Service as a Jewish 
Church Reformer.

CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—For his four score 
years and his title of ‘‘ Nestor of the Jew- 
ish Church Reform in the Northwest,"’ Dr. 
Bernhard Felsenthal, who will be eighty 
years old next Thursday, is to be honored 
to-morrow morning at the Isaiah Temple. 
The services for 10 o'clock have been ar- 
ranged by the Chicago Rabbinical Asso- 


ciation, and they will be repeated Sunday 
at the Sinai Temple. 

Dr. Felsenthal was born Jan. 2, 1822, at 
Muenchweiler, and after being graduated 
at the University of Munich, he taught 
school. He came to America in 1854, be- 
came a bank clerk, and then began the 
work of bringing about changes in the 
Jewish Church. he reform movement had 
not then reached éarther West than Cin- 
ecinnati. 

He wrote a pamphlet setting forth the ad- 
vantages of holding services, on Sunday 
instead of Saturday, and of having them 
conducted in English. This gained him 
fame and followers, and he at once started 
to build up churches where reformed serv- 
ices should be held. The first was Mount 
Sinai. In 1864 he was called to Zion 
Church. Twelve years ago he retired, but 
resumed his work later and remained active 
until 1806,

THE NATIONAL GUARD 


Its Strength Adequate and Its Con- 
dition Exceilent. 


Undisciplined Spirit, Displayed in Criti- 
cising Superiors or Ventilating Its 
Ideas Publicly, Dying Out, 
the General Intimates. 


According to the report of Major Gen. 
Charles F. Roe, commanding the New York 
National Guard, made public yesterday, the 
guard of the State is in excellent condition 
and larger than it has been in some years. 
Its present :trergth is 859 commissioned 
officers and 13,551 enlisted men, total 14,410, 
divid21 as follows:

As to the condition of the guard, Gen. Roe 
has in part the following to say: 


Numerically the National Guard was stronger 
on Sept. 30, 1901, than it had been since 1882; 
it is now more completely armed and equipped 
for service than ‘at any time before; military 
duties, so far as such can be expected of citizen 
soldiery, are well performed, but in the zealous 
endeavor to progress to higher work attention to 
details is in too many organizations not so par- 
ticular and continuous as it should be. 

Discipline is well taught and maintained. Criti- 
cism of superiors has almost ceased, and with the 
hearty co-operation of the brigade commanders, 
could be entirely eradicated. There is not any- 
thing which shows in a member of a military or- 
ganization the lack of proper instruction in, and 
understanding of, the correct fundamental and 
primary principles of military duty and service, 
quicker than criticism of his supériors and ven- 
tilating his ideas and generally imaginary wrongs 
in the — press. Performances of this nature 
cause the word ‘‘ militia ’’ to be used by soldiers 
as a term of derision. 

It is gratifying to be able to report a decided 
improvement in some organizations which last 
year were below the standard. There are, how- 
ever, some few blemisha: in the otherwise satis- 
factory appearance of the National Guard, and it 
is due to the good organizations that poor ones 
be disbanded. The National Guard is to-day 
large enough for all practical purposes—too large, 
really, considering the appropriation made for its 
support; and if these weak and inefficient or- 
ganizations shall be found by reports of attend- 
ance and Inspectors to have made insufficient or 
not any improvement I shall duly recommend 
their disbandment; they are but few in number 
and In men, 


Speaking of the sreepe that took part in 
quelling disorder at Albany last May dur- 
ing the strike of trolley employes, Gen. Roe 
says: 

The officers and enlisted men are entitled to 
great praise for the satisfactory performance of 
their duty and deserve recognition for their 
faithful service under trying circumstances. 
Gen, Oliver handled the command in the most 
praiseworthy manner, and is especially com- 
mended for the excellent disposition made of his 
troops and the good judgment displayed through- 
out. The percentage of attendance of the troops 
on this service, 92.52 per cent., speaks well for 
the faithfulness of officers and enlisted men to 
the trust placed in them by the people of the 
State. 

The report continues: 


In September last, when the President of the 
United States was shot by an assassin, the Gov- 
ernor directed me to proceed to Buffalo, and 
take such measures as might be necessary to 
assist the city authorities to preserve the peace; 
I was again for the same purpose ordered to Buf- 
falo when the President’s condition changed 
for the worse. On these occasions the Sixty- 
fifth and Seventy-fourth Regiments, in part, as 
also the Fourth Signal Corps, were under arms, 
ready in a moment to support the civil author- 
ity. Happily no such service became necessary, 
but the soldierly conduct of all is much to be 
commended. 


As to small arms practice, supervised by 
Lieut. Col. N. B. Thurston, the General 
Says: 


The result of small arms practice this year 
shows a falling off compared with last year, but 
still a most decided improvement over the prac- 
tice in 1899. The falling off in the Sixty-fifth 
and Seventy-fourth Regiments can be ascribed 
to the great amount of other duties performed by 
these organizations during the past Summer and 
Fall and lack of a range; indeed, to enable them 
to have any small arms practice it became nec- 
essary to extend their practice period to Nov. 30. 

It is a pleasure to note, however, that the qual- 
ity of shooting has greatly improved; there were 
fewer days allotted to practice; there were three 
companies (B and C, Seventh Regiment, and the 
Thirtieth Separate Company),which qualified 100 
per cent. of their shooting strength, and in the 
Third Brigade 471 and in the Fourth Brigade 430 
men qualified with 15 shots each, all at the gen- 
eral practice, 

The Military Code authorizes prizes of the 
value of $100, $75, and $50 respectively for the 
three companies in each brigade which obtain 
the highest general figure of merit at outdoor 
ranges. When the competition took place the 
First and Fifth Prigades were still in existence.

It is recommended that a team to represent 
this State at the inter-State match be authorized 
in all future competitions, the practice thus ob- 
tained resulting in the State acquiring a body of 
expert sharpshooters armed with a high-power 
gun of the latest model. Sufficient .30-calibre 
rifles,@carbines, and ammunition having already 
been obtained from the General Government, it 
is recommended that there be issued twenty-five 
rifles to each infantry organization and twenty- 
five carbines to each troop of cavalry, to be used 
exclusively by sharpshocters In all team compe- 
titions, not only for the inter-State matches, but 
also for prizes offered by the State. 

Gen. Roe, in concluding his report, rec- 
ommends that the whole of the National 
Guard should be enabled to have outdoor 
work—field service once each year—and 
that additional land should be bought to 
enlarge and make safe the State rifle 
range at Creedmoor. 


BROOKLYN TUNNEL ROUTE. 


Supreme Court Commission Indorses 
Rapid Transit Board’s Plan. 


The Commissioners appointed last Sep- 
tember by the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court to hear and report upon 


the feasibility and desirability of the pro- 
posed Brooklyn-Manhattan rapid transit 
road filed its report with the clerk of the 
court yesterday. 

It indorses the plans for the road as pre- 
pared by the Rapid Transit Commission, 
which show that it is to run under Broad- 
way from the City Hall, south, and through 
a tunnel beneath the East River. The Com- 
missioners are Theron G. Strong, Thomas 
Cc. T. Crain, and Henry Winthrop Gray. A 
similar commission was appointed by the 
Appellate Division of the Second Depart- 
ment to deal with that portion of the route 
in the Borough of Brooklyn. 

The present report states that there was 
no opposition, even from abutting owners, 
to the route proposed, and the testimony 
showed that the general public was satis- 
fied that this was the best route that could 
have been selected, and the commission 
finds that the cost of the road as planned 
is safely within the statutory limits. 


RAPID TRANSIT BOARD CHANGES

George L. Rives, Corporation Counsel- 
Elect, Resigns, and Is Succeeded 
by John Claflin. 

The. Rapid Transit Commission met yes- 
terday and received the resignation of Com- 
missioner George L. Rives, who is to be 
Corporation Counsel after Jan. 1. The res- 
ignation of Mr. Rives from the Board was 
accepted and President Orr and Woodbury 
Langdon made short speeches expressing 
their regret at losing the services of Mr. 
Rives and congratulating him on the fact 
that he was still to continue his work in an 
important department of the city, and could 
therefore take an interest in rapid transit 

affairs. 

John Claflin was unanimously elected to 
succeed Mr. Rives. Mr. Claflin served as a 
member of the commission from 1894 
May 10, 1899, and resigned when it was 
doubtful whether the city would ever see 
the rapid transit railroad constructed ac- 
cording to the plans of the commission. 
Mr. Claflin’s resignation in 1899 was at the 
time Mr. Orr resigned as President of the 
Chamber of Commerce. As the President 
of the Chamber of Commerce Mr. Orr was 
a member of the Rapid Transit Board ex- 
officio, and Mr. Claflin resigned to allow 
Mr. Orr to become a regular member of the 
commission,

BIG BATTLE IN COLOMBIA. 


Government Forces Defeat Insurgents— 
Four Hundred Men Said to Have 


Been Slain. 

COLON, Dec. 27.-News was received here 
to-day to the effect that Gen. Marin, the 
Colombian revolutionary leader, attacked 
Honda, on the Magdalena River, on Dec. 
9 with 1,200 men. . 

The garrison, consisting of 430 men, 
fought from 6 A. M. until 11:30 P. M. At 
8 A. the garrison received reinforce- 
ments numbering 200 men. The battle 
started on the outskirts of the city, and 
ended at Caracoli, nine miles from Honda. 
Bayonets and machetes were used. 

_The Government forces were victorious. 
Four hundred men were killed in the battle. 


DANISH COLONISTS PROTEST. 


Demonstration in St. Croix Against the 
Proposed Sale of the Danish 
West _ Indies. 


ST. THOMAS, Danish West Indies, Dec. 
27.—A large demonstration took place in 
Christiansted, Island of St. Croix, yes- 
terday afternoon. Those who took part in 
it comprised representatives of the native, 
official, and planting elements. 

Resolutions were adopted urging Den- 
mark to introduce referms and improve- 
ments in the Danish West Indies and to 
lift the islands cut of the humiliations of 
the past. It was also set forth that the 
leading inhabitants demanded that the isl- 
ands be not sold, but that reforms, com- 
mercial, industrial, ard social, be insti- 
tuted. 

The procession marched through Chris- 
tiansted, headed by bands of music, carry- 
ing Jlags and cheering for the King. The 
de nonstration was oraerly.

LONDON, Dec. 27.—W. Curtis Wakefield 
of New York is the American who has 
rented Ditton Park, near Windsor, for the 
coronation year. There is a magnificent 
mansion, surrounded by a broad, deep 
moat, which is crossed by a single bridge, 
through an embattled, arched gate-house. 
A park of 300 acres surrounds the resi- 
dence, which was the home of the late 
Duchess of Buccleuch. 

The agents of the estate hope that Mr. 
Wakefield will ultimately purchase the 
property. 

SOUTH FRAMINGHAM, Mass., Dec. 27. 
—The parents of William Curtis Wakefield, 
who is now in East Cambridge jail on the 
charge of defrauding residents of this and 
other places through certain mining enter- 
prises of which he was the promoter, were 
informed of to-day'’s dispatch stating that 
‘““W. Curtis Wakefield of New York” had 
leased Ditton Park. They disclaimed all 
knowledge of the matter. 

Wakefield's English valet, William Han- 
cock, who to-day visited Wakefield in jail, 
denounces the story as a falsehood so far 
as it relates to his employer, and professes 
entire ignorance of any such transac- 
tion.

WANTS TO FIGHT A DUEL. 


Ex-Editor Farnsworth of The Lexington 
Argonaut Sends a Challenge to 
Desha Breckinridge. 


A challenge to Desha Breckinridge, son 
of W. C. P. Breckinridge of Kentucky, to 
fight a duel was mailed last night from 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel by P. T. Farns- 
worth, ex-editor of The Argonaut, an even- 
ing paper published in Lexington, and at 
present connected with an evening paper 
in this city. Mr. Farnsworth’'s letter was 
addressed to Henry Duncan, of the 
Mayor of Lexington, who he is his 
friend, and whom he desires to act as his 
second in arranging for the duel. 

The particular motive which 
the mailing of the challenge against the 
advice of men with whom he consulted 
and who told him that he was acting fool- 
ishly, was a report he had heard that the 
reason he left Lexington was fear of the 
Breckinridges. When asked for an ex- 
planation of the trouble between him and 
Mr. Breckinridges he said: 

‘In the Presidential campaign of 1900 I 
was the editor of The Argonaut. I went to 
Lexington from Memphis, Tenn., which is 
my home, and where my people are well 
known. The Argonaut supported William 
J. Bryan. Some of its utterances were ob- 
jectionable to Col, Breckinridge. He drove 
up in front of my office one Gay and made 
some unpleasant remarks about an article 
which had appeared in the paper that aft- 
ernoon. I was attempting to answer him in 
a nice way when he called me a liar. With 
that I reached for him and grabbed him 
by the hair. He drew a revolver. Just 
then some one struck me from behind on 
the head with a club. I dropped to the 
sidewalk. An angry crowd gathered and 
was preparing to do violence to Col. Breck- 
inridge when I arose and bade them desist. 

™ at incident merely accentuated the 
bad feeling which had existed between 
Desha Breckinridge and myself for some 
time previous. Once in the Phoenix Hotel 
he made a rush for me in a manner which 
portended trouble, when I drew my re- 
volver, and he changed his mind about as- 
saulting me. When I left Lexington bad 
blood still existed between us. I never for 
a moment imagined that he would at- 
tribute my leaving to fear of him, and I am 
determined that such a report shaH not 
receive countenance in Kentucky."’

POLICE CHASE IN 
SHOPPING DISTRICT 


Big Negro Defies the Strength of 
Several Policemen. 


Subdued at Last and Manacled with Two 
Pairs of Handcuffs, He Is Locked 
Up Charged with Larceny. 


Henry Stokes, twenty-three years old, 
colored, 6 feet 5 inches in height, weighing 
240 pounds, is the description of a prisoner 
whom two Central Office detectives and 
three policemen captured and restrained 
with difficulty last evening in the shop- 
ping district. There was a chase, during 
which four shots were fired, a policeman’s 
club thrown, and at the end a struggle. The 
detectives did not feel safe until two pairs 
of handcuffs had been placed on the prison- 
er, who is believed to have a home in Phil- 
adelphia. 

Detectives Rein and Day, who are as- 
signed to the shopping district, saw Stokes 
acting so suspiciously in the store of B. 
Altman & Co., at Sixth Avenue and Eight- 
eenth Street, that they followed him, after 
he had purchased a necktie. With the de- 
tectives at his heels he went to the Adams

to the jewelry counter. The detectives say 
that Stokes was shown some diamond jew- 
elry by a saleswoman, and that while they 
were closely watching him they saw him 
‘palm ”’ a diamond locket. 

With the idea of avoiding any unpleasant 
disturbance in the crowd of shoppers, the 
detectives allowed Stokes to leave the 
store, still having, as they allege, the dia- 
mond locket in his possession. At Twenty- 
second Street they stepped up to him, in- 
formed him that he was under arrest, and 
Detective Rein demanded that he surrender 
the locket. 

‘**All right,’’ Stokes said, and made a 
movement as if to put his hand in his pock- 
et. That was simply to throw the detect- 
ives off their guard, for the next instant 
he was fleeing down Twenty-second Street 
toward Seventh Avenue. Four times as 
they were running Detective Rein fired his 
revolver into the air, but to no effect. 

At Seventh Avenue a policeman of the 
West Thirtieth Street Station, who had 
heard the shots and seen the general fligh' 
of pedestrians for safety, tried to stop the 
fugitive, but being unsuccessful threw his 
club at the fugitive. The weapon landed on 
Stckes’s head and brought him to his 
knees, but only for a moment, and then 
he was up and off again. 

When Stokes turned into Seventh Avenue 
he was met by two other policemen, who, 
like the first, had been attracted by the 
shots. Stokes was surrounded. but fought 
desperately before he was subdued. His 
great strength made the detectives think 
that two pairs of handcuffs were necessary. 
and two were placed on his wrists. When 
that was done Stokes was taken to Police 
Headquarters. In his pockets were found 
eleven pawn tickets calling for jewelry and 
issued by pawnbrokers in Norfolk, Va.; 
Philadelphia, and Newark, N. J. He was 
locked up on a charge of grand larceny.

By defeating Princeton in the second 
round in the intercollegiate tournament 
yesterday, Columbia forged to the front 
with half avypoint the better of Princeton.

The distinction of drawing first blood, 
however, was carried off by Russ of Yale, 
who in an Allgaier Kiseritzki gambit de- 
prived Carr of Parvard of his queen. This 
skirmish was much relished by the on- 
lookers.

Annual Convention of College Profes- 
sors in Session at Columbia 
University. 


Gymnastic directors from prominent uni- 
versities convened at Columbia University 
yesterday in the annua! meeting of the So- 
ciety of College Gymnasium Directors. The 
object of the organization is the advance- 
ment of physical education in institutions 
of higher learning and to discuss the theo- 
retical and practical questions pertaining 
to gymnastics in these institutions. Men 
with not less than three years’ professional 
teaching experience and at the time of elec- 
tion actively engaged in college work are 
eligible for membership.

PRESIDENT ON OLYMPIC GAMES. 


Mr. Roosevelt Says He Takes the Keen- 
est Interest in Undertaking. 
PARIS, Dec. 27.—Baron Coubertin, Presi- 
dent of the Olympic Games, has just re- 
ceived a personal letter from President 
Roosevelt in reply to the invitation sent 
to the latter asking him to become Presi- 


dent of the Olympic Games, to be held in 
Chicago during the year 1904. Mr. Roose- 
velt says he will lay the whole matter be- 
fore the Cabinet, and that, so far as he 
himself is concerned, he takes the keenest 
interest in the undertaking and will do his 
utmost to make the meeting at Chicago as 
successful as the one held at Athens. 
President Roosevelt's letter is couched in 
the warmest terms. He referred to Baron 
Coubertin’s works on sports, with which 
the President showed acquaintance. 
Baron Coubertin, who was much touched 
by Mr. Roosevelt's kindly reference to 
himself, said the President’s acceptance 
would, in view of his enthusiastic support 
of all manly sports, cause the greatest 
pleasure to all concerned in the games.

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BASKET BALL TEAMS OUT 


Eleven Clubs Suspended for Violat- 
ing A. A. U. Rules. 


YONKERS Y. M. C. A. IN THELIST 


Problem of Boxing and Wrestling Cham- 
pionships Looming Up, but No Avail- 
able Club Yet in Sight. 


Eleven basket ball teams in the metro- 
politan district were suispended yesterday 
after a joint committee meeting between 
the Pasket Ball Committee of the Amateur 
Athletic Union and the Registration Com- 
mittee of the Metropolitan Association. 
Their offense was playing under false 
colors and technical violations of rules. 
The suspended clubs are: Big Five of New- 
ark, N. J.; Bay Ridge Athictic Club, Lafay- 
ette King Sors of Jersey City, St. George 
Athletic Club, Hoboken; Metropolitan Bas- 
ket Ball team, Yonkers Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association, Montauk Athletic Club of 
Corona, Warlow Athletic Club of White- 
stone, L. I.; Fourth Separate Company of 
Yookers, West Side Athletic Club of Jersey 
City, and the Passaic five. 

It is rather singular to find a team from 
a Young Men's Christian Association among 
the list of suspended clubs, for the ath- 
letes from that organization usually adhere 
strictly to all rules governing amateur 
sport. The susrension came as a distinct 
surprise to the Yonkers players themselves, 
for none of the memkers of the team knew 
anything about the matter until informed 
of the news last night by telephone. C. S. 
Dougherty, the manager of the team, said: 

‘That is the first I knew of the matter. 
I have no idea what we have done to incur 
any violaticn of rules unless it may have 
been two games which we played on Christ- 
mas Day. We played the Company H 
team of Amsterdam, N. Y., in the after- 
noon, and in the evening played the Co- 
hoes team. It is barely possible that these 
teams are not registered, «and, as it is 
against the rules of the Amateur Athletic 
Union for a registered team to play a 
team that is not registered, we may have 
fallen into error, end the committee has 
got after us. I will ascertain the facts in 
the case at once, and our team will prob- 
ably meet at an early date. If we have 
been at fault, we shal’ make proper amends 
,and apply for reinstatement.” 

The Basket Ball Committee of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union is composed of Luther 
Gulick, Chairman; J. T. Mahoney, M. F. 
McCoy, John Stell, and George T. Hep- 
bron. The Amateur Athletic Union is in- 
sisting very rigorously upon the rule that 
no registered teams must play unregis- 
tered teams under penalty of disqualifi- 
cation or suspersion. This fault has prob- 
ably been the case with the majority of the 
other delinquents, and they will probably 
succeed in getting back into the fold with- 


in a short time upon complying with the 
rules. 


“CHARLEY” WHITE'S AMATEUR CLUB. 


It is getting about time for the Amateur 
Athletic Union to ennounce the date and 
location for its annual boxing and wrest- 
ling championships. They must be held 
within the next two menths, but at the 


present time the officials are completely at 
sea as to where they will go. The law 
prevents the event from being held in this 
State, and the experiences encountered last 
season at Pittsburg were of such an un- 
satisfactory and unsavory nature that the 
organization will give that city a wide berth 
for somé time to come. It is practically a 
certainty that the championships will be 
hel'l in a New Jersey club. It is not an 
easy thing to get a satisfactory club to 
handle the affair. The club need not neces- 
sarily be a member of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union, but it must show ability to 
take proper charge cf the event, and no 
club will offer to do this unless it is pretty 
certain to make a comfortable financial 
return. 

No club has yet been prominently men- 
tioned as wanting the event, but it is ex- 
pected that the committee has some ap- 

lications, and a meeting will be held eariy 

n the new year. It is rumored among 
sportsmen that *‘ Charley "’ White, the well- 
known referee of boxing and other games, 
would like to get a chance to run the box- 
ing and wrestling championships for the 
Amateur Athletic Union. He has not yet 
applied for membership in the Amateur 
Athletic Union, nor has he a club actual- 
ly organized, but he called on Secretary 
James E. Sullivan the other day and asked 
him many questions as to what would be 
necessary to do to get a club admitted to 
the Amateur Athletic Union, and intimated 
that he could get up a club somewhere in 
New Jersey that would be able to handle 
the boxing and wrestling championships 
in the proper manner. It is said that White 
has the backing of several prominent 
sports, and that if he felt assured of getting 
this event he would be glad to organize a 
club within easy access of the city, and it 
would be open to other boxing contests dur- 
ing the season. Ever since the repeal of the 
Horton boxing law, White has been trying 
to secure a club for boxing events, and he 
stated to Mr. Sullivan that the time now 
seemed ripe to meet with 
would not be necessary, as 
pointed out, for the new club, 
White meets with success, to be a member 
of the Amateur Athletic Union. All he 
has to do is to give certain assurances to 
the Amateur Athletic Union officials that 
he is qualified to manage the affair in the 
proper manner, and the committee could 
award the meeting to his club. 

The Central Association of the Amateur 
Athletic Union is having a little tempest 
to contend against. The trouble all arose 
over the recent plan of Wisconsin Univer- 
sity to hold a triple intercollegiate ath- 
letic meet in Milwaukee with the Michi- 
gan and Chicago Universities. The date 
has not yet been fixed, but it is the in- 
tention to hold it either just before or 
after the annual championship meeting of 
the Central Association, which has been 
announced for March 1 in Milwaukee. The 
latter body believes that if the intercol- 
legiate meet goes through it will hurt the 
entries of its annual competition, and Pres- 
ident Walter Liginger has sent a sharp let- 
ter to the Wisconsin Athletic Committee 
censuring them for trying to step into the 
field that has formerly been exclusively 
occupied by the Central Association of the 
Amateur Athletic Union. He accuses the 
Wisconsin managers of trying to get the 
exposition building in Milwaukee ahead of 
the Central Association, and so, by holding 
an athletic meet first, reap the benefit of 
the past labors and success of the asso- 
elation. The collegians were not success- 
ful in this plan, for the local association 
was given first chance for the building. 

One of the arguments advanced by the 
Wisconsin committee was that a triple ath- 
letic meet would bring together the best 
amateurs in that part of the country, and 
that the test would be a higher one than 
is shown when a general onen meet is 
given. President Liginger replied stiffly to 
this when he showed that at the assocla- 
tion championships last year the First 
Regiment Athletic Club won the champion- 
ship banner with a total of 44 points to 
18 scored by the University of Wisconsin, 
which came second. The collegians thus 
far seem disnosed to go ahead with their 
plan, and the local athletic warfare prom- 
{ses to grow hotter.

For a while it seemed as if there were to 
be a close match at the St. Nicholas Rink 
last night in the international hockey 
game between the Victoria Club of Mont- 
real and the St. Nicholas seven of this 
city.

Decision in Racing Law Test to be Made 
Next Month. 


The briefs of the opposing counsel in the 
Bennett poolroom case, in which an em- 
ploye of ‘‘ The” Allen is being prosecuted 
under the provisions of the Percy-Gray 
racing law, and which was transferred 
from the Court of General Sessions to the 
United States Circuit Court, upon an ap- 
peal by the defendant, alleging that his 
rights under the Constitution of the United 
States were being invaded, were filed with 


Justice Lacombe yesterday, and a decision 
is expected some time next month. 

The brief of John R. Dos Passos, who 
appeared for the defendant, was very 
bulky, and cited some twelve decisions of 
the United States Supreme Court in sup- 
port of his contention that the provision of 
the Percy-Gray racing law, which makes 
it a felony to receive and record bets in a 
place other than a race course, while prac- 
tically allowing it at the latter place, ts 
unconstitutional. For the People and The 
Jockey Club Assistant District Attorney 
Le Barbier and Joseph Auerbach submitted 
briefs in support of the prosecution and 
maintaining the validity and constitution- 
ality of the law. 

Judge Lacombe’s decision is awaited with 
great interest by both the racing and the 
oolroom interests, as the Percy-Gray law 

as been declared constitutional by the 
State courts, and the poolroom men have 
taken the case into the United States Courts 
as a last resort. In the event of an Adverse 
decision they will undoubtedly carry the 


matter to the United States Supreme Court’ 


on an appeal, while should the decision be 
the other way it is probable that The 
Jockey Club would appeal. In either event 
the exact status of the law will be defi- 
nitely determined, and the long drawn-out 
contest finally determined. 


Pedestrians for Local Race. 


The first big go-as-you-please six-day 
foot race in over twelve years will be 
started at Madison Square Garden on Feb. 
9. The same conditions which governed the 


recent bicycle race will also apply in this 
contest, that is, teams of two men, each 
man putting in twelve hours a day on the 
track.

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THE WEST AND THE TREASURY. 

In calling Gov. SHaw of lowa to the 
Treasury Department President Roosr- 
VELT not only gets a man whose record 
gives promise of an excellent administra- 
tien of the office, but also recognizes in 
proper and wholesome manner the legiti- 
mate claims of the great section Of the 
middle Northwest. Mr. SHaw is a thor- 
oughly good representative of the best 
and strongest elements of that section 
of the country. 

He is comparatively a new figure in 
the politics of his State, and has borne 
but a modest part in the politics of the 
Union. He is a business man, with some 
experience in the banking of his region. 
Practically his entrance on public life 
was dictated by his interests, broadly in- 
terpreted, and by his sense of duty with 
regard to the financial policy and prin- 
ciples of the Government. In the notable 
campaign of 1896 he was an industrious 
and efficient advocate of the gold stand- 
ard, not merely of ‘sound money,” or 
of anything else that could be vaguely 
described to flatter both sides and cheat 
one or the other or both, but of the gold 
standard as the only honest and trust- 
worthy one known. In his speeches to 
the people of Iowa during the next two 
years he did not seek to hide, but to 
justify, his attitude. He entered heartily 
on the work of the Monetary Conference, 
which was called in the Winter of 1896 
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by the commercial bodies of the United | 


States, and which held two sessions at 
Indianapolis in the succeeding two years. 
He was in close and active sympathy 
with the commission that was appointed 
by these conferences, and supported the 
measures the commission recommended. 

The significance of this record is real- 
ized only when we recall! that for many 
years the State of Iowa and the section 
of which it is a part have been largely 
under the leadership in financial doc- 
trines of Senator ALLISON. He is a man 
of wide experience, of undoubted ability, 
of character and standing, with a con- 
genital incapacity to avow the full dif- 
ference between white and black. In re- 
gard to the financial policy of his party, 
he has been vacillating and timid, never 
very bad and never uncompromisingly 
good. He was an assenting party to 
the series of dreadful blunders in legis- 
lation by which the Republican Party 
fastened the silver heresy upon our cur- 
rency system and produced the terrible 
revulsion of 1893. His guiding idea, 
judging from his speeches and his votes, 
has been to give the country as good a 
policy as could be got without risking 
the desertion from the party of those 
who wanted a bad policy. His convic- 
tions as to finance may have been as 
clear as those of Gov. SHaw, but they 
have had a very different effect on his 
course. Gov. SHaw has gone on the 
plan of converting the supporters of a 
bad policy, if he could, and fighting them 
if he could not convert them. 

He has succeeded in both processes. 
He has made his appeal directly to the 
conscience and the intelligence of his 
people, and on that appeal he has won. 
There could be no better evidence that 
he does, as we have said, represent his 
people. He clearly represents the senti- 
ment he has aroused and the convictions 
he has aided in forming. His success is 
most encouraging, because it .is not 
factitious, or temporary, and was not 
secured by flattery of prejudices. It is 
a demonstration of the real value of 
courage and honesty in American poli- 
tics. It is certainly an important ad- 
vantage for the Administration of Presi- 
dent RoosrveE.r and for the country that 
a man of this character and with these 
resources of popular strength should 
come into the Treasury Department. 


COL. PARTRIDGE’S DEPUTIES. 

The public will willingly take the ap- 
pointments of Deputies made by Col. 
PARTRIDGE with confidence that they 
will be justified in practice. Clearly, 
they are neither political appointments 
nor such as would have been made under 
the present régime. 

DEVERY's successor, Lieut. Col. THURS- 
ton of the Twenty-second Regiment, has 
shown himself a thorough soldier, with 
a talent for discipline and a high stand- 
ard of military conduct in the militia 
service. Considering the severity with 
which Col. PARTRIDGE would be sure to 
estimate qualifications for that service, 
this is a satisfactory starting point for 
the new office. Col. Epstein, the Brook- 
lyn Deputy, is a retired officer of the 
regular army, with an excellent reputa- 
tion for force and firmness. Neither of 
these gentlemen has had any direct ex- 
perience in police work, but, in view of 
the school in which such training would 
necessarily have been obtained in this 
eity, that is not a drawback. There is a 
very cheerful outlook for decency and 


efficiency in the police under the new 
management.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-A giad, new era dawns for the Ameri- 
can stage. It has been taken in hand by 
Mr. JOHN F. AHERN—Mr. JOHN F. AHERN 
of Troy, to be definite—and its future 
smiles—broadly. To show the extent of 
Mr. AHERN’s qualifications for the task he 
has assumed one need only recall that for 
many years he polished stoves in a Troy 
foundry, than which higher aesthetic train- 
ing could hardly be imagined, and that for 
two whole sessions of the Legislature he 
has been broadening and refining his lit- 
erary and dramatic taste as a member of 
the Assembly. Thus equipped, Mr. AHERN 
has drawn up, and next month will intro- 
duce, an elaborate bill to improve the 
moral quality of plays and to elevate the 
standard of competency among actors. To 
do the latter, it is Mr. AHERN’s intention 
to establish a Board of Examiners, com- 
posed of three veteran actors selected by 
the Governor, whose duty it shall be to 
meet at stated intervals and test the abil- 
ity of all persons desiring or intending to 
engage in the occupaticn of acting. To 
candidates deemed worthy the examiners 
will issue certificates, good for one year, 
the fee in each being the moderate 
sum of $10. Only the holders of such cer- 
tificates will be permitted to appear on 
any stage in the State. The same exam- 
in«rs are to judge the merits of all plays, 
operas, and other proposed amusements, 
and such as they do not like are not to be 
produced. This is certainly a great bill— 
a truly remarkable bill, and Mr. AHERN 
may well say that it is the masterpiece of 
an industrious iife. That it will work, and 
work excellently, cannot safely be doubted 
for a2 moment. Cynics may question the 
possibility of finding three actors who will 
admit, for so small a fee as $10, that there 
are any others worthy of the name; consti- 
tutionally suspicious people may think they 
see in the bill an effort of ‘‘the syndi- 
cate’ to get control of what few stage 
matters are yet out of its power; but we 
have no fears. We trust Mr. AHERN. He 
knows what he is about. Did he not polish 
stoves for many years, and is not the com- 
ing Assembly the third conclusive guar- 
antee of his wisdom and culture?

-——Justice HERMAN JOSEPHS has decided

This, in effect, von- 
victs Mr. Warp of practicing medicine 
illegally, and that phase of the case ought 
to be of much interest to the County Medi- 
cal Society and the District Attorney, The 
feature of it that strikes us most forcibly 
is the necessary implication that, in Justice 
JOSEPHsS's opinion, knowledge of the dif- 
ference between quacks and doctors is very 
rare among New Yorkers—so rare that if a 
man only hints a claim to the tlile of 
‘““M. D.” he is likely to deceive our grown- 
up citizens, even though all of the man’s 
methods of conduct and treatment loudly 
proclaim him a member of the fraternity 
of ignorant and reckless charlatans, It 
grieves us much to believe that the Jus- 
tice is right about this, and we would ccr- 
tainly disbelieve it if we could. To dis- 
believe, however, is impossible. Among 
the innumerable difficulties in the way we 
may mention the fact that this same 
“ Dr.’ WARD, having had occasion to write 
to us a few days ago—we had made a few 
genial remarks about him which for some 
mysterious reason he did not like—included 
in his letter a long list of names, declar- 
ing that their owners were people to whom 
he referred us ‘‘ by permission ’’ for infor- 
mation as to his skill amd success in the 
curing of diseases which regular practi- 
tioners had tried in vain to remove. The 
list is a curious one, and wWe are vastly 
tempted to publish it. That, perhaps, would 
be too cruel, particularly as anything giv- 
ing pain to anybody in even the slightest 
degree would be a startling novelty in this 
column. It is enough to say that among 
the names are several belonging to people 
who are not only well known, but whuse 
reputation for sanity and intelligence would 
pass muster anywhere. Yet these people 
have been intrusting their lives and their 
healths, not to speak of their money, to a 
‘*“somatopathist,’’ and they are willing to 
recommend him to others! 

——Something very much like a thrill of 
gratitude and admiration for the adminis- 
tration soon to—well, to seat itself as far 
as possible from the front row, is created 
by the action which the Local Board of 
Improvements took yesterday on the peti- 
tion to change to “ Park Lane” the name 
of part of East Seventy-second Street. Not 
a member of the board voted for the pro- 
posed change, and so the infliction upon 
the city of a small but intensely irritating 
injury was prevented. Our system of num- 
bered streets is, indeed, open to criticism 
from some points of view. It is, for in- 
Stance, dreadfully prosaic, and contains 
none of those reminders which make the 
street nomenclature of some European 
capitals an ever-open and ever-studied les- 
son in national history and biography. But, 
on the other hand, it is enormously con- 
venient, and though there may be excuse, 
now and then, for giving a distinctive and 
significant name to an ‘important avenue, 
certainly our rulers will never consent, ex- 
cept in moments of drooling idiocy, to 
fasten upon a part of one of our numbered 
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cross streets a name indicative of nothing 
except snobbish silliness. Park Lane, which 
a few residents of East Seventy-second 
Street so much admire, does very well in 
London, where it marks a highway which 
skirts a park and was once a lane, but, 
applied to three blocks of East Seventy- 
second Street, it would be a grotesque ab- 
surdity, particularly as we already have a 
Park Row, a Park Place, a Park Avenue, 
a Park Street, and Centra! Park East and 
West, right here on Manhattan Island, to 
say nothing of Park this and that without 
end in the other boroughs. Those who ad- 
vocated the new Park Lane must be people 
with limitless leisure on their hands, and 
in desperate straits for something with 
which to occupy what little is left of their 
minds. There is no use in getting angry 
with them, however. The Local Board of 
Improvements has saved us, and all is 
well. 


—-Grief not only deep and sincere, but 
strangely widespread, considering that the 
man had opportunity to do little more than 
the routine duty of a naval officer, will 
be created by the announcement that Capt. 
RICHARD P. LEARY is dead. To be sure, he 
did not a few things for his country, and 
did them much better than well enough, 
but he was loved and will be remembered 
rather for what he was than for what he 
accomplished. Capt. LEARY, whatever his 
task, glorified the performance of it with 
humor. It was not always delicate humor, 
but it was always wholesome, kindly, and 
human, and it effected quite as much as 
the severity and solemnity of other men 
with different ideas as to official dignity. 
LEARY didn't care about dignity to any 
great extent, and yet people always laughed 
with him, never at him. He joked with the 
Germans at Samoa, but he carried his point 
and the point of his country, every time. 
He issued comical proclamations about the 
hens and the weddings of Guam, but Guam 
improved and prospered under his ruie, 
and many an old abuse was swept away. 
Humor such as he had-is rare nowadays, 
and, alas, it is steadily getting rarer. There- 
fore is Capt. LEaRy's death a loss to the 
world, as well as to the American Navy 
and the American people. 





COLLEGE OF FORESTRY’S DEFENSE 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Will you allow me space to explain some 
of the misconceptions and misstatements 
of your writer under ‘Topics of the 
Times,”’ regarding the College of Forestry? 

1. The college has “ cut over’’ 500 acres— 
it has not denuded them. It is estimated 
that about 300 acres of these 500 need par- 
tial planting. So far 255 acres have been 
planted, or nearly the acreage required. 
This planting, to be sure, has not all been 
done on the cut area, because, aS Was ex- 
plained, the cut area could not be got ready 
for planting the same year it was cut, 
owing to weather conditions and the delays 
always incident to starting a new business, 
but, of course, all that needs planting will 
be planted in due time.

ester '’—not on a portion, but on all the 
area which he is harvesting, and hence 
the whole 30,000 acres must be and will be 
kept in forest continuously, growing a 
young crop, to be sure, instead of an old, 
decrepit one; or, as the writer puts it, 
‘cutting out the mature trees, and fully 
protecting and encouraging the younger 
ones,’ precisely what is being done. 

3%. The college has nothing to do with the 
Adirondack wilderness as a whole, which is 
100 times as large as the little parcel on 
which it operates, nor even with the forest 
preserve, which is now nearly fifty times 
as large. The small acreage of the college 
forest, which contains any timber. is 20,thw 
acres, and it would be quite difficult for 
the writer in THe Times to find the small 
spot of last year’s cut, on which it is 
cnarged that this wholesale denudation has 
taken place. 

4. Scientific forestry is solely concerned 
in reproduction of wood crops, and knows 
many different methods of doing it. all of 
which are practiced in the older countries; 
business considerations mainly determine 
the choice. Some of these may be “ dis- 
tasteful’ and ill-advised, where other than 
business considerations are prominent, as 
in the forest preserve, but the college for- 
est was instituted by the Legislature to 
show ‘the harvesting and reproduction of 
wood crops and earning a revenue there- 
from.”’ The coilege was, therefore, expected 
to make the business considerations the 
prominent feature. 

5. We have no objection to the hunters, 
and hope true hunters have no objection to 
us. While in the college forest the hunters’ 
interests must necessarily receive only sec- 
ondary consideration, the change from 
open old timber to young plantation is 
rather an advantage to the breeding of 
deer, as every good hunter knows.

BOROUGH PRESIDENTS’ 
POWERS OF APPOINTMENT 


Opinion Given to Mr. Cromwell by 
Corporation Counsel. 


Can Do as They Please in Many Cases— 
Working Staffs May Be Taken Over 
with Duties of Abolished 
Departments. 


Corporation Coungel Whalen made public 
yesterday his opinion as to the status of 
city officials according to the civil service 
laws utder the administration of Mayor 
Low. ‘he opinion was brought out as the 
result ef a letter written by President 
George Cromwell of the Borough of Rich- 
mond, who sets forth facts about his ad- 
ministration of the Highways Department, 
the Sewer Department, the Building De- 
partment, and the Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment, and part of the duties now performed 
by the Department of Buildings, Lighting 
and Supplies under the new charter. 

President Cromwell asked whether any 
subordinate or employe in the new depart- 
ments could be appointed without the com- 
petitive examination provided under the 
civil service laws. He aiso asks what pow- 
er as Borough President he will have over 
the employes in Class A, now exempt from 
civil service examinations, and also what 
notice must be given to city officials now 
in office if their services are no longer 
* required.”’ 

In his opinion, the Corporation Counsel 
practically says that the Borough Presi- 
dents can do as they please in regard to 
many appoutments in the offices under 
their control. He also writes that there are 
no specific provisions in the charter cover- 
ing matters about which his opinion was 
asked. 

Mr. Whalen suggests that Section 1,543 of 
the charter could be used to secure a suf- 
ficient working force to carry on pubiic 
business. This section provides for the 


transfer of city officials when their serv- 
ices are no longer required to civil service 
lists and preference being given to them 
in appointments when officials are needed 
for the same class of work for which they 
passed. examinations. He thinks, how- 
ever, that this would be a cumbersome 
method, and that on Jan. 1 the Borough 
Presidents would be left without subordai- 
nates, and the result would perforce be a 
suspension of all work in these depart- 
ments. The employes themselves would 
suffer hardships and would be obliged to 
serve without pay pending the transfers 
from the civil service lists or to wait for 
employment until the action of the new Civ- 
il Service Board. : 

After quoting Section 1,543 of the char- 
ter, he continues: 

I think therefore that the solution of the ques- 
tions concerning which you have written is to 
be found in holding that the transfer of the 
powers and duties of the abolished departments 
to the Borough Presidents carries with it a 
transfer of the necessary working force of those 
departments within the several boroughs. It 
follows that the employes of these departments 
within your borough, on Jan. 1, 1902, are trans- 
ferred to your jurisdiction, retaining the titles 
of their office or employment and their salary 
and compensation. 

Having reached this point, it becomes im- 
portant to determine what your powers are in re- 
gard to the employes so transferred. I think it is 
evident that you have exactly the same powers 
as those possessed by the heads of the former 
departments. If you find upon Jan. 1 that the 
employes so transferred to you are more 
numerous than is necessary for the work of your 
borough, or that some offices or employments are 
unnecessary, you have ample power under Section 
1,543, which then comes into play, of suspend- 
ing without pay, under the provisions of that 
section, all unnecessary employes. If there are 
any employes transferred to you, whose duties 


are wholly within your borough, and who come 
within Schedule A of the classified civil service, 


you can immediately dismiss such persons if you 
choose amd appoint others in their place. 

Mr. Whalen writes that the Borough 
Presidents have not the right to make new 
appointments without competitive examina- 
tions except to such offices and appoint- 
ments as are in Schedule A, which in- 
cludes private secretaries and positions in 


which the incumbents 
whose duties are such that “ confidential 
work’ is necessary. If it is found that 
subordinates and employes of any of the 
departments are no longer required they 
should be dismissed and written 
given to the officials. 

It would not be wise, Mr. Whalen says, 
to lay down rules for the guidance of the 
Borough Presidents on questions which 
should be left to Corporation Counsel Rives, 
wie will come into the office on Jan. 1, 
902, 

In concluding his opinion, the Corpora- 
tion Counsel states that his advice covers 
the conditions of affairs as they will exist 
after Jan. 1, 1902, and until such time as 
the new Municipal

prove new rules, regula- 
tions, and classifications. The Borough 
Presidents are also reminded that it will 
be very important on Jan. 1, 1902, to have 
an accurate inventory made of the city 
property transferred from one department 
to another under the new charter. 

Under the opinion thousands of Tammany 
officials who have passed civil service ex- 
aminations and are now holding places will 
have to be kept in office until reasons for 
their removal are found. 


ADOPTED DAUGHTER WINS SUIT. 


Woman Who Received Property from 
the Father Must Return It to 
Foster Child. 


The Appellate Division has affirmed an 
interlocutory judgment of the Special Term 
of the Supreme Court by which Mrs. Eunice 
C. Huff was directed to pay over to May 
Thorne Brantingham all the money Mrs. 
Huff had received in various ways from 
Joseph Thorne, the foster-father of Mrs. 
Brantingham. 

According to the papers in the case, in 
1862 Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Thorne decided 
to adopt a child, and adopted Mrs. Brant- 
ingham, the plaintiff in the action just de- 
cided by the Appellate Division. She was 
then two years old, and her mother was on 
the point of death. Her mother subse- 
quently recovered, but the Thornes kept the 


child and the mother was lost sight of. 
She was brought up as their own child, 
and did not know until shortly before her 
marriage that she was only an adopted 
daughter. The articles of adoption stated 
that she was to inherit all her foster-pa- 
rents’ property. 

After her marriage, her foster-father 
built for her and her husband a house ad- 
joining his, in Staten Island, and the two 
families lived happily as neighbors until 
1892, when Mr. Thorne met the defendant 
in the suit; Mrs. Eunice E. Huff, who at 
that time lived with her husband in a small 
flat on West Twenty-second Street, this 
city. Mr. Thorne began to make frequent 
visits upon Mrs. Huff, and finally took her 
and her husband to live with him in his 
house in Staten Island. Shortly after this 
his wife secured a separation and went to 
live with her adopted daughter, Mrs. 
Brantingham. 

In January, 1896, Mr. Thorne bought some 
property in Ossining for Mrs. Huff. In 1897 
his wife died, and a week later he died. Aft- 
er his death it was found that he had con- 
veyed several hundred thousand dollars’ 
worth of real and personal property to Mrs. 
Huff, and had made a will in which he 
made Mrs. Huff the residuary legatee of 
his entire estate. His adopted daughter 
sought to set aside these conveyances of 
property, and succeeded in securing an in- 
terlocutory judgment in the Special Term 
of the Supreme Court, directing that all the 
property Mrs. Huff had acquired be turned 
over to Mrs. Brantingham, and that she ac- 
count for whatever property she had dis- 
nosed of. This judgment has been affirmed 

y the Appellate Division. 


NO “PARK LANE” FOR NEW YORK. 


Petition to So Call Part of East Seventy- 
second Street Denied. 

The proposal to change the name of East 
Seventy-second Street, between Fifth and 
Lexington Avenues, to ‘“ Park Lane” 
came up yesterday in the City Hall before 
the local board of the Fifteenth District, 
comprising President Coogan, Councilmen 
Brice and Mundorf, and Aldermen Oatman, 
Parsons, and Cardani. The report that the 
* blue-blood "’ faction would meet the other 
element in a fight to a finish, wits being the 
weapons, over the naming of the street for 
a highly fashionable street in London at- 
tracted a large audience to hear the fun. 

Of fun there was little. The arguments 
were overwhelmingly in favor of leaving 
the street named as it is. About a dozen 
lawyers and property owners came to ob- 


jeet to the proposed change on the ground 
that it was not only ridiculous, but that it 
would tend to cause inconvenience and con- 
fusion. Among those present to oppose 
was Assemblyman Sulzberger. The peti- 
tion to change the name was denied. 


MR. GROUT’S ATTACK 
ON WILLOUGHBY STREET. 


Commercialism No Stranger to Brook 
lyn Politics, He Says—Money Get- 
ting Must Be Divorced from 
Leadership. 


The controversy between Controller-elect 
Edward M. Grout and Hugh McLaughlia 
and his lieutenants relative, to the Wil- 
loughby Street organization is leading to 
the expression of many sentiments. On 
Thursday Mr. McLaughlin replied to some 
published statements made by Mr. Grout, 
and yesterday the Controller-elect ex- 
pressed himself further as to. characterist- 
ics and features of the Willoughby Street 
methods. Mr. Grout declared that profit 
and politics were not yet divorced in 
Brooklyn. 

“The city charter,’ said Mr. Grout, 
“very carefully provides that no officer or 
employe of the city shall be interested in 
any city contract. Yet the public danger is 
no less, and any political party must neces- 
sarily suffer greatly if those leaders who 
nominate officers and procure the appoint- 
ment of employes are permitted by public 
opinion to be interested in city contracts 
and grants. 

“Does anybody need at this day to have 
the history of the Long Island Water Sup- 
ply Company rehearsed? Or to be told that 
such history was not closed until two years 
ago, when, after a protracted struggle, the 
city finally got possession of the plant for 
less than half of what was sought for it? 
Or does anybody deny that habitants of 9 
Willoughby Street were interested in that 


company? Or in the garbage and ash con- 
tracts before*consolidation? Or the railroad 
and electric lighting franchises? 

“Let Mr. McLaughlin make inquiry 
among his associates and find out who are 
the stockholders in the Borough Construc~- 
tion Company and so interested in its con- 
tracts, and who are interested in many oth- 
ers of the Brooklyn contracts of the last 
four years. He may be surprised to find 
that his influence is used to sustain advis- 
ers and Heutenants who by such influences 
are able to distance non-political contract- 
ors _ in getting and in doing municipal 
work. 

“The bidding for city work will never be 
right unless every bidder can be assured of 
the same treatment, and that never can be 
done tf party leaders are to be competitors. 
That is the reason why I say that money 
and money getting must be divorced from 
party leadership. Mr. Coler’s best act in 
the past four years was his denunciation of 
‘commercialism, in politics, which is as 
great an evil to political parties as to the 
eity. 

““And commercialism is not a stranger to 
Brooklyn politics. In any reorganization of 
the Democracy here as well as in Manhat- 
tan it must be eradicated. And as the rank 
and file of the Democratic Party will never 
willingly harbor such commercialism I am 
hopeful that the election district system 
under the present primary law will banish 
it.” 


FOR ST. JOHN’S CATHEDRAL. 


About $38,000, Collected by Women for 
a Porch, Presented at a Service 


in the Crypt. 


In the crypt of the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine, on Cathedral Heights, yester- 
day morning, it being St. John’s Day, a 
sum in the neighborhood of $38,000 was 
presented to the Protestant Episcopal Dio- 
cese of New York by about twenty women, 
known in social and philanthropic circles, 
who have been soliciting the fund for 
months past. 

This money is to be expended in defray- 
ing the cost of building a porch to adorn a 
corner of the new cathedral. The checks 
and cash were placed in the church plates 
at the offertory in the course of a celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion by Bishop 
Potter, who was assisted in the service by 
the Rev. Dr. F. L. Humphreys, the Rev. 
George F. Nelson, and the Rev. Dr. Ernest 
Voorhis, canons of the cathedral, and by 
the Rev. Robert L. Paddock, vicar of the 
Pro-Cathedral, in Stanton Street. 

Among the women who have been en- 
gaged much of this year in collecting the 
fund are Mrs. Donald McLean, Mrs. Bruce 
Price, Mrs. Theodore Sutro, Mrs. William 
Sloane, Mrs. Richard Irwin, Mrs. Vernon 
M. Davis, Mrs. William C, Casey, and Miss 
Amy Townsend. When the plan, which 
was successfully realized yesterday, was 
made, delegates from each parish in the 
diocese met at the Diocesan Council at the 
Bishop's residence, in Washington Square. 
Subscription books were issued to each of 
the representatives, and the work of fill- 
ing the books with names was begun at 
once. Just how much was obtained has 
not been announced, but it is thought that 
the estimated $38,000 for the cost of the 
porch has been somewhat exceeded. 

This porch will be Gothic in style, con- 
forming with the architecture of the ca- 
thedral, and is intended to be one of the 
best specimens of mediaeval architecture in 
the United States. 

At the celebration yesterday Bishop Pot- 
ter preached the sermon. Addressing the 
collectors of the fund, he said that he did 
not believe the committee did not have toe 
agreeable a task, unless they liked begging 
better than he did. He described as de- 
testable notes any such motives for erect- 
ing the cathedral as the desire ‘“‘ to build a 
big thing” or ‘to excel something else.’’

LOCAL POST OFFICE RECEIPTS. 


Those from Stamps, Postal Cards, and 
Envelopes Have More Than Quad- 
rupled in Thirty Years. 


The receipts from stamps, postal cards, 
and envelopes at the New York Post Office 
have more than quadrupled in less than 
thirty years. 

For 1901 they will aggregate about $13,000,- 
000. In 1873 they aggregated $3,000,000 ia 
round numbers. 

“The business of the New York Post 
Office for this year has been phenomenal,” 
said Postmaster Van Cott yesterday. *‘ Out 


receipts for stamps, postal cards, and ene 
velopes for this month will exceed $1,200,- 
000. The average monthly receipts will ex- 
ceed $1,000,000. In 1873, when the postage 
was 3 cenis, the total receipts for the year 
were about $3,000,000. In 1888, when If first 
came here, they ranged from $400,000 to 
$600,000 a month. This year, with 2 cent 
postage, our receipts have exceeded $1,000,- 
000 a month, and for December will ap- 
proach $1,250,000. 

‘‘ Of course much of this increase is due to, 
the growth of the city, general prosperity, 
and the fact that many of the largest cor- 
porations in the country have established 
their main offices in New York. 

‘These receipts are exclusive of the reves 
nues from the money order business, and 
the transactions of that department for 
this yedr represent $160,000,000.’"

SENATOR W.J.SEWELL DEAD 


Born in Ireland, He Began Life in 
This Country as a Sailor. 


Served During Civil War with Distinc- 
tion, and at Its Close Began Raii- 
roading as a Yardmaster. 


CAMDEN, N. J., Dec. 27.—United States 
Benator William J. Sewell died at his home 
here at 9:30 A. M. He suffered from dia- 
betes complicated with stomach and heart 
trouble. Senator Seweil‘s illness had ex- 
tended over a period of two years, but his 
condition was not considered serious until 
about 4 year ago. His constant attention 
to the duties devolving upon him in his of- 
ficial capacity resulted, in 1899, in a col- 
lapse.

remained two months. He returned to his 
home about four weeks ago, and for a few 
days a slight improvement in his condition 
Was noted. 

Within the last two weeks a succession 
of sinking spells greatly weakened him, and 
compelled his physicians to give up hope of 
Pproionging his lite. When death came the 
Senator's family was gathered at his bed- 
side. He had been unconscious for some 
time betore the end. 

Senator Sewell’s funeral will be of mili- 
tary charatter. Gov. Voorhees and Adjt. 
Gen. Oliphant came here this afternoon 
from ‘Trenton and visited the Sewell resi- 
dence and had a conference with the fam- 
ily. The details have not been arranged, 
but it is expected the Third Regiment, N. 
J. N. G., which was tormerly the Sixth 
Regiment, Gen. Sewell’s old command, will 
take part. There will also be a detail of 
cavalry, probably the Newark troop, and a 
battery of tield artillery, probably 
Trenton. An etfort will also be made to 
have a detail of the regulars trom the forts 
down the Delaware participate, 
will rest on a caiSson. Full military honors, 
due the commander of the National Guard, 
will be paid the remains. 

An effort is being made to have the body 
lie in state 1n the City Hall on Sunday and 
Monday. This detail has not been decided 
yet, and will not be until Mrs. Sewell de- 
clares her desire. Gov. Voorhees will issue 
the military orders to-morrow from Tren- 
ton. Gen. Oliphant will have charge of the 
details, and it is possible that Gen. P. F.

Few men in public life have had a more 
varied career than fell to the lot of William 
J. Sewell. Born at Castlebar, in Ireland, 
Dec. 6, 1835, he came to this country when 
a young man and became a sailor. He 
made several voyages before the mast on 
merchant vessels, acquiring a physical 
vigor which stood him in good stead in 
after years. 

The outbreak of the civil war found him 
in New Jersey, with an extensive acquaint- 
ance and a desire for active employment 
in the struggle. He was mustered into serv- 
ice as a “setae in the Fifth New Jersey 
Regiment. Within a year of enlisting he 
was made a Lieutenant Colonel, and three 
months later became a full Colonel. 

At the battle of Chancellorsville he dis- 
tinguished himself by capturing eight 
stands of colors and recapturing the flag of 
a New York regiment from the enemy. For 
this he was on a i 9 1866, made a Brevet 
Brigadier General of Volunteers. He was 
severely wounded at Chancellorsville and 
Gettysburg, and he served with distinction 
on other battlefields. He was subsequently 
brevetted Major General. and secured a 
medal! from Congress. 

At the close of the war Gen. Sewell took 
up his residence at Trenton, N. J. Subse- 
qneouy he was made yardmaster of the 

nited Railroads of New Jersey at Cam- 
den, and then came rapid promotions to 
General Superintendent, Vice ‘President, 
and finally to President of the West Jersey 
and Seashore Railroad Companies. He then 
became the manager of all the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad interests in New Jersey. 

Gen, Sewell always had been a Republic- 
an. He was a delegate to the Republican 
National Conventions of 1876, 1880, 1884, and 
1 . He was chosen President of the Cen- 
tennial Senate of New Jersey in 1876, In 
the Legislature of New Jersey, where he 
served nine years as Senator, he secured 
the passage of the municipal railroad tax 
jaw, which furnished the State the bulk of 
its revenues. 

He entered the United States Senate on 
March 4, 1881, and in gi ng 3 of the pres- 
ent year was selected by the Legislature of 
New Jersey to serve his third term in the 
Senate at Washington. Gen, Sewell had 
been a rsonal friend of President Harri- 
son, their intimacy beginning when the lat- 
ter sat in the Senate. During the Harrison 
Administration he was one of those closest 
to the President, whom frequently he ac- 
companied on duck-shooting expeditions.

To 
say that is to say much, for the com- 
poser of ‘‘ Lucia’’ was never so admira- 
ble as he was when writing light opera. 
He had the gift of facile and infectious 
melody, filled with graceful gayety and 
glittering with vivacity. It was only when 
trying to sound the depths of human pas- 
Sion thut Donizetti fell short of the ideals 
of Italian opera. 

Unfortunately ‘‘Don Pasquale”"’ is not 
suited to performance in such a yawning 
space as the Metropolitan. It should be 
done in a small house, where the play of 
facial expressicn and gesture might have 
its full value and where the magnetism of 
bubbling spirits and spontaneous glee might 
flow freely from actors to audience. It is 
paying a high tribute to those who have in 
recent years acted and —— this work at 
the Metropolitan to acknowledge that they 
have in a large measure triumphed over ob- 
stacles and have succeeded in bridging with 
their humor the dangerous gulf which lies 
between the footlights and the audience. 

Last night's cast consisted of Mme. Sem- 
brich as Norina, Mr. Tavecchia, a new buf- 
fo, as Don Pasquale; Mr. Scotti as Mala- 
testa, and Mr. Salignac as Ernesto. The 
reception accorded to Mme. Sembrich when 
she made her entrance in the second scene 
of the first act was such as to show very 
clearly the esteem in which she is held by 
this public. However, if warm receptions 


| are not to be given to such great artists, 


who is to get them? Such a delightful per- 
formance as she gave will dwell in the 
memories of all who witnessed it. There is 
a temptation to dwell long on the beauties 
of her interpretation, but it is simpler and 
more direct to say that it was quite perfect.

It is a pity that this gentleman cannot 
refrain from frequently gene his voice 
so that he sings sharp. It seems to be a 
great waste for a tenor to sing higher 
than he is obliged to. Mr. Tavecchia, the 
new buffo, was only tolerable as Don Pas- 
quale. His voice is hard, coarse, and in- 
flexible, and his acting is not particularly 
unctuous. Perhaps he will show to better 
advantage in some other part, but buffos 
do not often get better ————, than 
those of Don Pasquale, The orchestra was 
equal to the demands of the simple score, 
and Mr. Flon conducted with rigid ac- 
curacy.

It is a pity to hear a wo- 
man with sucn a good voice use it so injudi- 
ciously, but it has fallen to the duty of the 
musical chronicler pretty often to note the 
growth of bad habits in this lady’s singing. 
Miss Homer sang with lovely repose, and 
with finished phrasing. It would have been 
better for her to instill a little more vital- 
ity into her numbers, but where so much 
was good the shortcomings may be for- 
given. Mr. Bispham sang as he always 
does. The choral part of the performance 
was distinguished by excellence in the mat- 
ters of precision and unanimity. But as is 
so often the case with afternoon concerts of 
oratorio, the whole thing moved with a 
deadly slowness. This will undoubtedly 
disappear to-night. 

The audience packed the house, and this 
evening’s assembly will surely be even 
larger.

MR. AND MRS. LADEW SAIL. 


Honeymoon Trip in a Yacht Built After 
a Government Cruiser Designs. 


Mr. and Mrs. J. Harvey Ladew, whose 
marriage was announced as a surprise to 
their friends on Christmas Day, sailed 
Thursday on Mr. Ladew’s new steam yacht 
Columbia on a long honeymoon tour to the 
West Indies and the Mediterranean. The 
principal ports at which the yacht will 
touch are the Bermudas, Azores Islands, 
Gibraltar, and at a number of the Italian 
ports and other resorts on the Mediterra- 
nean. About five months will be spent on 
the journey, the return being fixed for 
May. 

The present cruise is the first extended 
one of Mr. Ladew's new yacht Columbia, 
which is interesting as being modeled on 
the lines of the Government cruiser the 
Pathfinder, acknowledged to be one of the 
best boats of its kind in the naval service. 
The yacht was built at Lewis Nixon's ship- 
yards at Elizabethport and carries a crew 
of thirty-six men. Her Captain is‘H. R. 
Arey, who served with distinction under 
Admiral Dahlgren during the civil war and 
was selected by the Government to com- 
mand the transport Grant, which was the 


first transport sent to Manila with troops. 
Gen. Lawton and his family were on the 
Grant at that time. Capt. Arey remained 
with the Grant until he brought her to San 
Francisco, when he resigned to accept the 
position as Captain of Mr. Ladew's new 
yacht, 

The present yacht bears the same name 
as @ rmer boat of Mr. Ladew’'s, which he 
sold t6 the Government during the Spanish- 
American war. At that time he formed the 
idea of building his new boat so it could 
easily be converted into a serviceable Gov- 
ernment buat should the necessity demand 
it. He secured the co-operation of Philip 
Hichborn, Chief Constructor in the United 
States Naval Department, and was advised 
that he could not do better than make a du- 
plicate of the Pathfinder. Mr. Ladew’s idea 
was to build a boat that should be provided 
with gun platforms, with the decks and 
general structure sufficiently strong to 
hold the guns. In the case of such yachts, 
all the Navy Department will have to do 
to insure their speedy equipment when 
needed for war service is to reserve a num- 
ber of guns and mounts for such private 
yachts. 

The new Columbia, therefore, will be able 
to mount two four-inch rifles and six six- 
pounders, adding a weight when mounted of 
nearly forty-two tons to the yacht. The 
orlop deck is plated over and fitted with 
water-tight scuttles, so that the compart- 
ments below this, being water-tight, may 
be utilized for the stowage of ammunition. 
There are large holds besides, which will 
carry stores for seventy men. The ar- 
rangement of the quarters is such that the 
forward quarters can be removed and the 
entire forward space between decks made 
available for the crew, while the owners’ 
quarters aft will serve as the officers 
rooms. The length of the Columbia is 204 
feet over all, 186 feet on the water line, 
having a coal capacity of 250 tons, and a 
sail area for low brigantine rig of 4,500 
square feet. }

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CAPT. “DICK” LEARY DEAD | 


Ex-Governor of Guam Passes Away 
at Chelsea Hospitah 


Picturesque Career of One of the Most 
Popular Officers in the Amer- 
ican Navy. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The Navy De- 
partment this morning received the follow- 
from Admiral Mortimer L. 
Johnson, commanding the Boston Navy 
Yard, dated to-day: 

“Capt. Richard P. Leary, United States 
Navy, died this morning at the Marine 
Hospital, Chelsea.”’ 


Capt. Richard P. Leary was familiarly 
known throughout the navy as “ Dick,” 
and no man in the service was better known 
by the other men in it. His spectacular 
defiance of a German warship in Samoa, 
his serio-comic manifestoes issued as the 
and his return to 
the United States, where, upon landing, he 
told the reporters of the trouble that had 
been caused in the colonies by ‘‘ What’s- 
His-Name Atkinson and that man Hoar,” 
earned for him a distinctive place in the 
American Navy. His sense of humor was 
so irresistible and his good sense so sound, 
that the department allowed his eccentrici- 
ties unusual leeway.

The proclamation 
threatened fine and imprisonment for the 
refractory ones, requiring every @ne to be 
married by either Church or State, and 
promising marriage licenses free for six 
weeks. The order was generally obeyed, 
and Capt. Leary reported that “ the divorce 
court and the hymeneal altar are popuiar 
resorts. The court order and the merry 
wedding bells are constantly and harmoni- 
ously ringing out their decrees.’’ 

A few days later, the Governor issued a 
proclamation to the effect that any Guam- 
ite who wished to be at peace with the 
Government must possess at least twelve 
hens, one cock, and one sow. The order 
further prescribed that everybody must do 
something to earn a living. If he didn’t 
have any land uvon which to work, the 
Government would give him some. Inspect- 
to report upon the progress 
plantations. 

There were fourteen of these general or- 
ders issued between Aug. 16. 1899, and Feb. 
3, 190). The first order prohibited any per- 
son not a resident of Guam before Aug. 7 
from selling intoxicating lHquors.

On Aug. 21, a proclamation wes 
issued proscribing the sale of property in 
Guam without the consent of the Govern- 
ment.

Such his- 
tories, in setting forth the rise and progress 
of earthly kingdoms, begin by 
much as possible of the man who was 
mainly instrumental in founding them, 
Then they go on to tell us by what means 
the kingdom grew and became established 
as one of the great kingdoms of the world.

THE POWER GOD ORDAINED.

In this * treatise,’ however, it is evident 
that he proposes to teil us what the dis- 
ciples ‘““began to do and teach.’ But it 
is very important to recognize that what 
they did and taught was not, in any just 
sense, a carrying on to a greater pertec- 
tion the work which He had begun, as if 
He had left it in a somewhat unfinished 
condition. He did, indeed, say to them, 
‘As My Father hath sent Me, even so 
send I you’’ (John xx., 21,) for both He 
and they were alike ‘sent.’ But it was 
not to do the same work. They 
however, did not then understand that 
there was any difference between them. 
In His teaching He always gave men 
to understand clearly that He was “ the 
Son of Man."’ This title He constantly ap- 


plied to Himself us expressing*His reiation 


to all mankind as 
substitute, for all, or, as St. 
Him, as ‘‘the last Adam,” 
Man" (First Corinthians xv., 
over, He taught that He 
existence, saying to the Jews, “ Before 
Abraham was, | AM" (John viii., 58;)— 
that He was equal with God, saying “Il 
and My Father are one" (John x., 80;)- 
that He was “to fulfill all righteousness ”’ 
(Matthew iii., 15;)—that He came “to give 
Hlis life a ransom for many" (Matthew 
XxX., 25;)-—-that ‘‘as Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of Man be lifted up, that whosoever 
believeth in Him shoulda not perish, but 
have eternal life’’ (John iii., 14-15;)—that 
He ‘‘ must be crucified, and the third day 
rise again’’ (Luke xxiv., 7;)—that He 
‘came forth from the Father,’’ and was 
“come into the world, again,’ that He 
would “‘leave the world and go to the 
Father’’ (John xvi., 28;)—and that it was 
‘expedient’ tor them that He should go 
away, *‘for,”’ He said, ‘if I go not away, 
the Comforter will not come unto you” 
(John xvi., 7,) ‘‘ that He may abide with 
you forever" (John xiv., 16.) These, and 
such like, were the essential features of 
all that He taught. Everything else was 
merely incidental. 

So, also, ‘“‘all that He 
simply to bear testimony to 
that He “taught.’’ As to 
rod, the leprous hand, and 
turned into blood, proved the claim of 
Moses that he was sent of God, so Jesus 
could and did say without hesitation, “I 
I do not the works of My Father, believe 
Me not. But if I do, though ye believe 

Me, believe the works” (John x., 37, 
v., 36.) 
no disciple—not even the chief of 
the Apostles—could use such words as these 
or make any such claim for anything that 
he did. What ‘“ Jesus began to do and 
teach "' concerned His work as man's Re- 
deemer. That, He declared, was a “ fin- 
ished’ work It was a work which none 
of them could by any possibility do, for 
“none of them” could “ by any means re- 
deem his brother or give to God a ransom 
for him.” (Psalms, xlix., 7.) Having pro- 
nounced it “ finished’’ when He died, it 
was not a work which He could commit 
to His disciples to be carried on by them 
Their work was of an entirely different 
character. It was a work for Christ, and 
not at al the work of Christ. It was simply 
to tell men of what He had done and 
taught. Hience, we never hear them pre- 
senting Jesus as one to be admired, and 
loved, and copied because of His profound 
wisdom, of abounding compassion, of won- 
derful self-sacrifice. But they always pre- 
sented Him simply as the one who had 
made atonement for sin by His life and 
death, and who was then “ exalted to be 
a Prince and a Saviour, for to give re- 
pentance and forgiveness.’ (v. 31.) 

This distinction between what “ Jesus be- 
gan to do and teach"’ and what the dis- 
ciples began ‘‘ to do and teach” is a very 
important one. It needs to be very strong- 
ly emphasized in our day. For it is very 
ruch more attractive to human nature to 
actively engage in what is popularly known 
as ‘‘ work for Christ" than it is to humbly, 
penitently, and lovingly accept the ‘‘ work 
of Christ.’ The one should grow out of the 
other, but the doing of the one does not 
always certify that the other has been done. 
Simply, and earnestly, to tell of what 
Christ had done for men was the sublime 
work of the earliest disciples. It will be 
the sublime work of the latest disciples. 
It is the only message which has power to 
quicken into life, or to awaken activity. 
For faith in the atoning worsx of Jesus 
the one effectual lever which 
lifted men out of sin and made them 
God. It is the only effectual

Because of this difference between Jesus’ 
work, and that of His disciples, His work 
appeared to men to be almost a complete 
failure, while theirs appeared to be a 
grand success. hor, although He lived 
among them thirty-three years, and spent 
three of them in going through the land 
in His public ministry, yet because He was 
not a teacher, or a leader, or an organizer 
in any such sense that either of these 
could be called ‘‘ His work,'’ the record is 
that in Jerusalem He attracted to Himself 
only *‘ about one hundred and twenty ”’ dis- 
ctples, and in all the land only a little more 
than “five hundred.’ (1 Corinthians, xv., 6.) 

But when the disciples ‘began to do 
and teach"’ concerning Him, on one day 
“there were added unto them about three 
thousand souls,’ _ ail. 41,) and on another 

‘five thousand” (iv., 4.) So the work 
grew. So it must grow now, by the faith- 
ful witnessing to the work of Jesus of 
Nazareth as man's Redeemer. 

This work for him, however, the dis- 
ciples could not do as long as Jesus was 
with them. For they never understood 
Him or His work, and probably never 
would have understood either if He had 
remained at their side. Their only con- 
ception of Him was that He was about 
to set up an earthly kingdom, and that 
to be partakers of its positions and ben- 
efits they must commend themselves to 
Him by their personal activity and de- 
votion. (See Matthew, xix., 27.) Their 
work and His work they evidently thought 
were one, and that His kingdom was to 
be established by what they could do, 
rather than by proclaiming what He had 
done. Many have the same idea of His 
kingdom even yet—that it has more to do 
with the relations of man to man_ than 
with the relations of man to God. When 
Jesus, therefore, spoke to His disciples of 
His death, and burial, and resurrection, 
their only understanding was that it was 
His enigmatical manner of declaring the 
difficulties in the way of setting up the 
kingdom for which they looked. 

THE DISCIPLES’ QUESTION. 

Now, however, as He had appeared to 
them at various times during forty days, 
and so evidently had triumphed over all 
of these difficulties, with great expecta- 
tions, probably, ‘‘ they asked Him, Lord, 
wilt Thou at this time restore again the 
kingdom of Israel?" (Verse 6.) They 
could think of no other solution of all that 
had occurred. 

Tenderly He reminded them that the 
answer to all such questions concerning 
His kingdom were then beyond their grasp, 

‘but,’ He added, ‘‘ ye shall receive power 
after that the Holy 
you.” (Verse 8.) 

The Holy Ghost, however, could not come 
until He had departed, and they could not 
understand Him or His work until the 
Holy Ghost should come upon them. Nei- 
ther can any others. For He had distinct-

And, “* when He, 
the Spirit of truth, is come, He will guide 
you into all truth; for He shal! not speak 
ot Himself; but whatsoever He shall hear 
that shall He speak; and He will show you 
things to come. He shall glorify Me; for 
He shall receive of Mine, and shall show 
it unto you. All things that the Father 
hath are Mine; therefore said I, thot He 
shall take of Mine, and shall show it unto 
you. He shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remembrance, 
whatsoever I have said unto you.” (John, 
xvi., 5-15; xiv., 26.) So, when the disciples 
asked Him whether the time had now come 
when He would ‘restore again the king- 
dom to Israel,"’ Jesus’ only reply was to 
assure them of their need of the Holy 
Ghost and of the certainty of His coming. 
At the time, they were drawing near to 
Bethany, engaged in earnest conversation. 
But when He had given them this assur- 
ance, ** He lifted up His hands, and blessed 
(Luke, xxiv., 50,) and “ while they 
beheld, He was taken up, and a cloud re- 
ceived Him out of their sight.’ (v. 9.) 
How silent and peaceful and tender it all 
was! There was nothing tragic or painful 
in His departure. At one moment He was 
with them and blessing them. The next, a

The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
value of the stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true Consideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value.

Reports of a record-breaking holiday trade, of 
Seasonable quiet in leading wholesale lines, of

| steel, of sustained activity in other industries, 
continued complaints of car and motive power 
shortage, and a general hardening of speculative 
markets for food products, are the features of 
trade advices this week. The year closes with a 
cheerfulness of feeling never exceeded even of 
late years, and with expectations of the new year 
| as bright as any that have gone before. 





Specially good reports as to holiday distribu- 
East, Central West, North- 
Advices from some parts 
tempered with a pessimism 
unsatisfactory yield of cotton in 
some sections. It is worth noting, however, that 
New Orleans reports the largest holiday trade 
on record, although other cities in the Mississippi 
Valley, such as Memphis, send rather depressed 
reports. In the West, Chicago sends a par- 
ticularly fine report, while St. Louis, Kansas 
City, Cincinnati, St. Joseph. and Omaha send 
reports of the best holiday trade in years.

COAL STOCKS BUOYANT. 


The coal stocks were among the strongest 
features on the list yestercay, with buying 
of so excellent and sustained a character 
that new high prices were made for Lack- 
awanna, Jersey Central, and all the Read- 
ing issues; while Erie first preferred sold 
up to within % of its highest price. The 
buying for the most part came from Mor- 
gan and First National Bank interests,which 
are openly bullish on all the stocks be- 
cause of the wonderfully prosperous condi- 
tion of the coal trade. 

There is now no longer any doubt that 
at the dividend meeting next month Erie 
first preferred stock will be put on a 4 per 
cent. dividend basis.

“@f- iron and steel Bradstreet’s says: 
The year closes with a burst of activity in iron 
and steel. Pig iron sales for the week have never 
been equaled at this season, and lack of ade- 
quate transport facilities alone is a bar to a still 
greater volume of distribution. The outlook is 
for a production of 16,000,000 tons of pig iron, 
of 30,000,000 tons of ore, and of 12,000,000 tons of 
steel in 1901. Prices have advanced of late, and 
$15.75 to $16 is freely paid at valley furnaces for 
Bessemer deliveries in the first quarter of next 
year. In finished products the mills are crowd- 
ed with business. Wire rods have advanced $1 
per ton. In the coke trade supplies are piling 
up near the ovens, but furnaces are shutting 
down owing to the lack of cars to move one to 
the other. Some foreign steel is coming in, but 
most of the German products are going to Eng- 
land at very low prices. 


On the same subject Dun’'s says: 


Following closely upon the interruption by 
floods and storms last week, transporting and 
manufacturing facilities were further handi- 
capped by numerous accidents. Iron furnaces 
and steel mills were tied up and the movement 
of coke was hampered. This resulted in such in- 
sufficient supplies of fuel that many stacks 
were banked at a time when full activity was 
especially desired. The situation as to coke is 
more critical than at any previous time this 
season. As high as $3.50 per ton was offered for 
prompt delivery without securing supplies. Out~ 
put in the Connellsville region has been at a 
record-breaking pace for a month or more, but 
stocks accumulate at the ovens because motive 
power and cars cannot be secured. Pilg fron 
production is no longer at the high mark re- 
cérded when December opened, and with fancy 
prices for fuel it is natural that Bessemer should 
advance. In anticipation of a higher level, the 
principal consumer made large purchases at 
$16.50, which has been the figure on smaller 
quantities for some weeks. Coke producers re- 
port their full output sold up to the middle of 
next year, and structural mills are in about the 
same position, A large Mexican rail order has 
been offered, but many go to Lurope, as domestic 
makers are unable to undertake any new de- 
liveries for some time to come. It is anything 
but a holiday season in this industry, except 
where idleness is enforced by inability to secure 
material. Minor metals have quieted down after 
the violent reaction last week. 


CANADIAN TRADE. 


Canadian trade reports to Dun’s Review 
say that retail holiday trade at gt. Jobm 





was about eqval to last year’s, which in 
turn was unusually heavy. The year's 
business has been good, with prices firm 
and payments well met. Bed debt losses 
‘were very moderate. Lumber shipments 
decreased about 60,000,000 feet, and prices 
ruled lower than in 1900. Halifax reports 
Christmas trade not up to that of the pre- 
vious year. Wholesale trade is also slack, 
but is likely 1o.open out briskly next ween. 
‘Wholesale trade is rather quiet at Toronto, 
but retail business is probably the largest 
ever done, and payments are satisfactory. 
‘Trade has been brisk at Hamilton in nearly 
all sines under the influence of the holiday 
season. Manufacturers are busy with or- 
ders well ahead, and payments are on the 
whole satisfactory. At Montreal wholesale 
trade is of the usual aguiet holiday char- 
acter, but retail business was brisk and 
collections were well sustained. A good 
Christmas trade was ccne at Quebec, and 
remittances come in well. Holiday trade 
at Vancouver compared well with last 
year’s, tut wholesale trade is quiet, with 
stock taking general. 


THE BUSINESS YEAR. 


In an extended review of the business 
year Bradstreet’s will to-day say, in part: 


Constituting as it does the fifth successive year 
during which American trade, industry, and spec- 
ulation have expanded, each year setting up some 
new standards, which in turn have been relegat- 
ed to the past because insufficient longer to ex- 
press the progressive growth which the country 
has.attained, the year 1901 can more justly per- 
haps than any year which has preceded it lay 
claim to the title of ** record breaker.’ This is 
all the more true because, unlike eny one of the 
four years which preceded it, 1901 witnessed and 
indeed suffered from a combination of happen- 
ings which in a normal year would have been 
classed as at least depressing, if mot actually 
disastrous. The best yroof, in fact, that new 
Standards have been set up of late years and that 
old rules no longer govern with hard end fast 
effect is found in the steadiness of the onward 
march of things cornmercial and financial in the 
face of obstacles reckoned serious in past periods. 

Several great industrial conflicts have occurred 
during the year, notably those of the machinists 
and of the steel workers; the great May stock 
panic did much to unsettle public confidence in 
values and in the fais~famed community-of-inter- 
est agreements; sevéral imprudently organized or 
managed industrial combinations have broken 
down, as have the efforts of still other comvina- 
tions to arbitrarily fix quotations of great nat- 
ural productions, such as copper; the typical 
American crop, ccrn, has been greatly shortened 
by long-continued drought; serious shortages in 
cotton and oats are indicated, and there is a de- 
cline, though slight, !n export trade from a year 
ago, and last, but by no means least, the coun- 
try has seen its Executive stricken by the bullet 
of an Anarchist. To make, in spite of all these 
drawbacks, the showing it does of gains in near- 
ly all lines of industrial production is indeed 
proof that the old order changes and that new 
signposts have been set up in the road of prog- 
ress by which future travelers must guide them- 
selves. 

h@tefly summarized, the year has secn trans- 
acted an aggregate of general business, as re- 
flected in bank cleerings, far in excess of any 
preceding period; has witnessed stock specula- 
tion, rampant beyond the dreams of ola-time 
brokers, cheeked and curtailed by one of the 
sharpest steck panics in history, and yet with a 
remarkable minimum of disturbance of general 
financial operations; has watched general indus- 
try and production grow steadily until new and 
larger figures were needed to express the outputs 
of coal and ore and fron and steel and leather 
and lumber and a multitude of other branches: 
has seen the freight transportation facilities of 
the country, strained to the breaking point, prove 
insufficient to hand'e the volume of business 
cffered, and finally has witnessed a volume of 
holiday business passing all previous bounds boih 
of quantity and quality, all of which are evi- 
ceneces of the vastly increased purchasing power 
of the general public of late years.

After a presentation of some interesting 
facts and figures the article proceeds to 
discuss the outlook, summarizing it as fol- 


lows: 


Many elements of strength and some of the 
opposite character present themselves to view. 
The numbers of those who preach conservatism 
and decry booming is no smaller than a year 
ago, and these find in the possible after effects 
of this year’s corn and cotton shortages a 
basis for pessimistic reasoning. It has, how- 
ever, been demonstrated that this is no longer 
a ‘‘ one-crop country.’’ Certainly no recent year 
shows so many shortages in yield with such 
little apparent effect in general business. The 
quietness of export trade, checked by relatively 
higher prices here and lack of new demand 
abroad, particularly in Germany, which coun- 
try is reported selling iron and steel products 
below cost, are obstacles to increased shipments 
by this country. 

On the other hand, English trade advices are 
rather better, and the predicted early suspen- 
sion of hostilities in’ South Africa and the re- 
sumption of large gold shipments from that 
section are favorable features presenting them- 
selves. Europe apparently must buy our wheat 
and cotton freely, but as long as domestic ac- 
tivity in trade, particularly iron and steel, con- 
timues the need of a foreign outlet is not re- 
garded as pressing. If only a portion of the 
high hopes indulged in as a result of the 
recent conferences of capital and labor material- 
ize industrial peace, and through this sustained 
commercial good feeling, and prosperity will 
have been powerfully furthered.

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ALDERMEN IN BATTLE 
OVER FRANCHISES 


Metropolitan Road Accused of 
Maintaining a Lobby. 


| 


Sergeant at Arms Called to Quell Uproar 
—West Tenth Street and Macomb 
Dam Bridge Line Fran- 
chises Voted Down. 


The members of the Board of Aldermen 
became excited at the meeting yesterday 
over franchise matters. Charges were made 
that the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany was maintaining a lobby in the City 
Hall, and that many members of ithe 
Board of Aldermen were ‘‘ owned by the 
Metropolitan.’’ Sergeant at Arms Coakley 
had to be called several times by Presi- 
dent Thomas F. Woods, whose efforts were 
ineffectual in queiling the disorder. 

Attempts were made to put through the 
franchise of the West Tenth Street Rail- 
road Company, which will give to the Met- 
ropolitan system a connecting link from 
Greenwich Avenue to other lines. The 
franchise was voted down. Efforts to give 
to the Union Railway Company, controlled 
by the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany, the right to run cars over Macomb’s 
Dam Bridge also failed, and on the roll call 
party lines were lost and the members vot- 
ed as they pleased. 

The charge was made by Alderman Mc- 
Inness, the leader of the Republican minor- 
ity, and other members that the compensa- 
tion fixed for these franchises was absurdly 
low considering their importance. For the 
West Tenth Street franchise the Board cf 
Estimate agreed to accept $350 a year from 
the company and for the right to run over 
Macomb’s Dam Bridge the compensation 
was fixed at $1,000, 

Alderman MelInness said before the 
ing: 

“The lobbying which is going on at the 
meetings of the Board of Aldermen is posi- 
tively disgraceful, and the honest and de- 
cent members of the board cannot tell 
whether they are afoot or on horseback. I 
know that the lobbyists of a certain railroad 
corporation have been seated in the mem- 
bers’ chairs in this board and taken notes 
of how the members voted. I am going to 
stop this trouble and give the members who 
are willing to do honest work a chance."’ 

After the call to order Alderman MclIn- 
ness declared that no person should be al- 
lowed the privilege of the floor except by 
unanimous consent, because of dishonest 
lobbving. 

‘““No such statement should be made, 
shouted Alderman McCall, the Tammany 
leader. ‘Such an honest body of men as 
the present Board of Aldermen have never 
been collected as a legislative hod 

‘**Do you want specific cases?’’ asked 
Alderman MclInness. 

The Tammany leader declared that he did. 

A TELEPHONE EPISODE. 

“T want to tell the members of this 
beard,’’ went on Mr. McInness, “‘ that three 
weeks ago, when we were voting on a fran- 
chise for the Union Railway Company, and 
again yesterday, when the same matter 
was up, the telephone in this Board of Al- 
dermen was used to give the news of how 
members voted to a certain corporation 
lawyer. Such practices are not only dis- 
honest, but disreputable. Lobbyists or 
cliques of lobbyists should not be allowed 
on the floor of this board.” 

‘*No one ever approached me for an un- 
lawful purpose,’’ said Alderman McCall. 
“‘I am in favor of enforcing the rules. I 
had three personal friends from Buffalo at 
the meeting yesterday, and I am sure they 
were not lobbyists.” 

When President Woods instructed the 
Sergeant at Arms to clear the floor there 
Was a storm of protests. Alderman Culkin 
shouted: 

“‘T have a deaf and dumb friend back 
here who hasn't got a cent and who can’t 
raise a cent. I want him to stay.” 

In the midst of the excitement Alderman 
Smith, a Tammany member, moved the 
suspension of all the rules of the board. 
This motion was declared out of order and 
the trouble simmered down. 

Alderman Marks tried to pass a bond 
issue of $136,371 for the improvement of 
William Henry Seward Park, which was de- 
feated by a vote of 33 to 12, the necessary 
45 affirmative votes not being obtained. 

President James J. Coogan’s large fur 
overcoat was seen by some of the members 
silhouetted against the large glass doors at 
the back of the board room. , 

‘““T move that the privileges of the floor 
be extended to President Coogan,” said 
Alderman Wafer. 

The resolution was passed, and Alderman 
Muh, the stoutest man in the board: Alder- 
man Bridges, one of the smallest in stat- 
ure, and Alderman Wafer, one of the hand- 
somest, were appointed to escort President 
Coogan to a front seat. 

A contest then took place over the pro- 
posed extension of the rapid transit tunnel 
from One Hundred and Forty-second Street 
to One Hundred and “Fiftieth Street, 
and a spur with a station at One Hundred 
and Forty-fifth Street. Alderman Bridges 
said that the matter should be laid over and 
charged that the extension was planned in 
the interest of private corporations, who 
would be given a freight and baggage de- 
pot and that merchandise could be sent 
from the Bronx to Brooklyn for the benefit 
of the Long Island Railroad Company. The 
ot was laid over until the meeting to- 

av. 

The franchise for the West Tenth Street 
connecting railway was called. Alderman 
McCall, the Tammany leader, moved its 
adoption. Alderman McInness said: 

“T am against this franchise for three 
reasons. First. a disreputable attempt was 
made to jam through this franchise while 
only the signatures of three members of the 
Railroad Committee were attached to a re- 
port. If we pass this franchise we will be 
robbing the city. Every time this board 
grants a franchise to anv railroad company 
for a connecting link the city loses. The 
disgraceful manner in which some men 
have been lobbying for this franchise is 
enough to prejudice every member of this 
board against the matter. IT am not owned, 
don't intend to he owned, and never will be 
owned by the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company.” 

Alderman 
mess came nearly 
mentary question. 
ed: 

“T am not owned bv any ralflroad com- 
pany, but T am in favor of granting this 
franchise for the benefit of the traveling 
public. and intend to do so." 

Alderman McInness attempted to ask a 
auestion on a question of privilege under 
the roll call. 


THE BOARD IN AN UPROAR. 


“You are out of order,"’ shouted Presi- 
dent Woods, banging his gavel. Alderman 
McInness continued to insist on his question 
of privilege, and the board was in an up- 
roar. The members kept shouting, and 
finally Sergeant at Arms Coakley was 


called in. He approached the centre of the 
storm over parliamentary rulings. 

“ T appeal from the decision of the chair,” 
yelled Alderman McInness. 

“The Sergeant at Arms will 
member take his seat," 
Woods. 

As Sergeant at Arms Coakley approached 
Alderman McInness the latter pushed him 
away and continued to assert his rights to 
be heard on a point of order. President 
Woods refused the request. Alderman 
Wirth then claimed that his colelague was 
right and should be heard on the point of 
order. The members who opposed the 
granting of the franchise fought hard and 

made many speeches, and finally 34 mem- 
bers voted for the franchise and 10 against, 
and it was declared lost. 

Another spirited contest was then started 
over the franchise asked by the Union 
Railway Company for the right to run over 
Macomb’s Dam Bridge. 

“The railroad company does not want 
this franchise.’’ declared Alderman Mc- 
Call. ‘‘ They have been compelled to ask 
for it by the people of the Bronx district. 
If we pass this franchise we will save 10.000 
to 30,000 people a dav from changing cars 
and walking over Macomb’s Dam Bridge 
when they want to go to their homes or 

arks above the Harlem River. It is a pub- 
ic necessity.”’

A. BARBERIE’S BET ON P. DIVVER 


Stakeholder Says Barberie Did Not Put 
Up Money and the Bettor Asks 
for Bill of Particulars. 
Counsel for Andrew Barberie went before 
Justice Scott in the Supreme Court yester- 
day and asked for a bill of particulars re- 
lating to a $5,000 bet made between Bar- 
berie and George Horn on the result of the 
primary elections in the Second Assembly 
District. Barberie bet that Patrick Divver 
would poll more votes in the fight than 
Thomas Foley, end lost. He then decided 
to take advantage of the law relating to 
gambling that gives the loser the right to 
eollect the money put up by him from the 
stakeholder, and brought suit against Peter 

De Lacy, who held the stakes in the bet. 

When the matter first came up in court 
Mr. De Lacy's lawyer,Benjamin Steinhardt, 
asserted that the money was not put up by 
Barberie, buc by Mr. Divver. This Mr. 
Divver denied and yesterday, when the case 
came before Justice Scott, Mr. De Lacy sub- 
mitted a letter in which he stated that he 
had never even intimated that Mr. Divver 
Was the person who put up the money 
for the bet. 

It is urged in Mr. De Lacy’s defense to 
Barberie’s suit, however, that Barberie was 
not the person who put up the money for 
the bet, but that divers other persons did, 
and in order to disccver who the divers 
other persons are Mr. Barberie yesterday 
applied tor a bill of particulars. Justice 
Scott reserved decision. 


W. F. BOLGER STILL MISSING. 


Father Offers $500 Reward for Clue to 
Boy Who Mysteriously Disappeared. 


Walter IF’. Bolger, the eighteen-year-old 
boy who disappeared from his home, in 
Yonkers, on Noy. 19 last, has not yet been 
heard from in any way. Although the boy’s 
father, Paul 8. Bolger, has made several 
flying trips across the country, to Chi- 
cago, through Texas and Ohio, the clues 
he followed all came to naught, and the 
mystery of the boy's disappearance is as 
deep to-day as it was in the beginning. 
Meanwhile his mother has been made ill by 
the constant worry over her son's continued 
absence and the uncertainty regarding his 
fate, 

Within the last few days Mr. Bolger has 
decided to offer a reward of $500 to any 
one who will furnish him the slightest clue 
which will lead to the finding of his son. 
Mr, Bolger said yesterday that he did not 
insist that the person who gave the infor- 
mation should return the boy, if only the 
clue enabled him to reach him. 

It is now nearly forgotten that the boy 
on the day when he disappeared left Yon- 
kers for New York on the 11:30 o'clock 
train in the morning. He was bound osten- 
sibly for a dentist's office in this city where 
he was to have his teeth attended to, He 
did not reach the dentist’s office. He was 
last seen by any one who knew him on the 
train at One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street. : 

The missing boy, although only eighteen 
years old, is 5 feet 11 inches in height, 
broad shouldered, stands erect, and weighs 
178 pounds. His eves are blue, his features 

and his complexion clear. When 
he left home he wore a light soft hat, ox- 
ford gray overcoat, dark mixed gray suit, 
(trousers, vest, and sack coat of a_ her- 
ringbone-stich pattern,) black lace shoes, 
gray stockings, high turned-down collar, 
and necktie usually worn in a rather sm: ull 
knot.

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| PRISON CELL FOR GLENNON 


Six Months in the Penitentiary the 
Recorder’s Sentence. 


The Convicted Policeman’s Effort to Re- 
tain Self-Command—Recorder Goff’s 
Warning to All Police Officers. 


Glennon faced Recorder Goff 
in 


Edward G. 
yesterday morning to receive sentence, 
accordance with his conviction last week 
for neglect of duty in failing to suppress 
a disorderly house. The courtroom was 
crowded with friends of the convicted man. 
The Recorder sentenced the prisoner to six 
months in the penitentiary, but at the re- 
quest of his counsel, James W. Ridgway, 
agreed to a stay of commitment until Mon- 
day that a motion might be made before the 
Supreme Court for a stay on the ground of 
reasonable doubt. The Recorder refused to 
grant a new trial. 

When Glennon entered the court 
walked hurriedly before his Judge, looking 
neither to the right nor to the left. He was 
quite pale, and his jaws were firmly set, 
while his counsel pleaded for mercy for 
him. 

**T ask for mercy for this prisoner,” 
Mr. Ridgway. ‘‘ For fifteen years he has 
been on the police force, and has done his 
duty well. He has not been found guilty of 
any charge, nor has he ever been indict- 
ed.”’ 

“Are you sure of that?’’ asked the Re- 
corder, having in mind the fact that Glen- 
non was indicted during the Lexow investi- 
gation, 

‘“*T may be wrong,”’ Mr. Ridgway replied, 
“but here, after fifteen years of service, 
he stands convicted by a jury. In view of 
his good service, I pray your Honor that 
you do not send this prisoner to the peni- 
tentiary.’ 

Recorder Goff then pronounced sentence, 
saying: 

“it is not my purpose 
that would add to your humiliation. 
member of the police force, who 
convicted of a crime, your humiliation is 
great enough. But the circumstances are 
such that there must be a reminder to 
every police officer that when he becomes 
a policeman he becomes a servant of the 
peopie—a fact too treely forgotten. When 
a man becomes a policeman he not only 
assumes a public oftice, but he assumes 
also the responsibility to perform the duties 
of that office. 

“In imposing sentence upon you I must 
remember that the law is 4irm in charac- 
ter. But the law is not vindictive. Kather, 
it is merciful. It does not require that lL 
impose on you the full penalty, but it does 
require that I impose a substantial pen- 
alty, and a penalty that shall be a warning 
to all policemen that they cannot violate 
the law with impunity. I sentence you to 
six months in the penitentiary.”’ 

While listening to his sentence the 
victed policernan turned alternately 
and white and made a strong effort 
self-control. After the Recorder had grant- 
ed the stay until Monday Glennon walked 
rapidly from the room, his head high in 
the air and his eyes to the front. 

Commissioner Murphy was informed that 
Glennon had been sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary by Recorder Gotf. He said he would 
not discuss the sentence at all, and would 
take no action until he had received full 
official notification.

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LEGAL NOTES. 

INJURY TO TRAVELER ON TRACK.—The 
body of Walter Mathison was found on the 
railroad tracks of the Staten Island Mid- 
land Railroad Company late on the night 
of Nov. 1, 1899. About a quarter of an 
hour before Mathison had alighted from a 
car near the point where his body was 
found. On the trial of a suit for damages 
brought by his administrator against the 
railroad company there was evidence in- 
troduced tending to show that while Mathi- 
son was in the car, and at the time when he 
left it, he was somewhat intoxicated, but 
able to walk, and was last seen by the 
conductor proceeding unsteadily in the di- 
rection of his home, which was in the 
neighborhood. The plaintiff's contention 
Was that Mathison was killed while he was 
lying in an unconscious condition upon the 
tracks of the railroad, and that the car 
which caused the accident was running at 
a high and unlawful rate of speed. There 
Was no eye witness of the accident. Jus- 
tice Willard Bartlett, for the Appellate Di- 
vision, in affirming a judgment for the de- 
fendant, says: “It is sufficiently clear 
that he was either intoxicated or suffering 
from some illness which may have been 
mistaken for intoxication when he alighted 
from the car to go home, but we are left 
wholly in the dark as to his subsequent 
condition or conduct. It is impossible 
infer, or even guess, from the proof in this 
case, whether he was lying unconscious on 
the track, or near it, as the second car ap- 
proached him, or whether he did not step 
across the line directly in front of the car 
at the very moment when it struck him. 
* * * The appellant invokes the doctrine 
in the case of McKeon (20 App. Div., 
601,) and other’ similar cases, which 
hold that, although a person may, by his 
own negligence, have placed himself in a 
dangerous position, a defendant, advised 
of his situation is not for that reason le- 
gally justified in failing to use reasonable 
care not to injure him. It is argued that 
with the headlight in use on the defend- 
ant’s car, upon such a night as that on 
which the accident occurred, the body of 
a person lying upon or near the track in 
that locality could readily have been seen 
by a vigilant motorman at a sufficient dis- 
tance to stop the car, if moving at the 
rate of eight or nine miles an hour, in time 
to avoid injuring the person on the track. 
This argument, however, fails in its appli- 
cation here, for the reason that there is no 
evidence in the case from which it can be 
inferred that the body of plaintiff's intes- 
tate was on or near the line of rails until 
the very moment of the collision. It seems 
to me that this defect in the proof is fatal 
to the plaintiff's case.”

ACCEPTANCE DEED PRESUMED.—George 
I’. Gminder and his wife, Augusta, exe- 
cuted a deed of certain premises to Mary 
Edlich. Several days later the deed was 
recorded without the knowledge 
grantee, Subsequently, however, 
Gminder called upon the new owner 
told her the premises were in her name. 
The matter stood thus until Nov. 11, 1897, 
when a deed purporting to have been exe- 
cuted by Mary Edlich, conveying the prop- 
erty to Mrs. Gminder, was recorded in the 
Register's office of Kings County. When 
the former learned of this she brought a 


suit against Mrs. Gminder to set aside the 
deed, alleging that it was a forgery. A 
judgment. in her favor has been affirmed 
by the Second Appellate Division. |The 
finding of the lower court that the plaintiff 
is still the owner of the premises, the ap- 
pellate tribunal decides, is abundantly sup- 
ported by the evidence. ‘‘ The evidence of 
the defendant,’ says Justice Woodward, for 
the court, ‘“‘ that there was another Mary 
Edlich, who was the grantee intended, is so 
utterly devoid of probability, and is so in- 
consistent with all of the known facts in 
the case now before us, that it could not be 
sustained except upon evidence which was 
beyond the reach of suspicion. But the ap- 
pellant urges that even if the plaintiff was 
the grantee intended in the original deed 
of June 11, 1802, there was no delivery and 
acceptance of the same, and it did not, 
therefore, operate to give the plaintiff title 
to the premises. It will be conceded that 
the acceptance of a deed by the grantee 
thereof is as necessary to a change of title 
as its delivery. But the rule is well-estab- 
lished in this State that ‘if the delivery to 
the third person be absolute, the grantor 
not reserving any future control over the 
deed, the estate passes; the assent of the 
grantee to accept the conveyance being pre- 
sumed from the fact that the conveyance is 
beneficial to him.’ That the deed in the 
present controversy was dated June 11, 
1sfh2, acknowledged on the same day, and 
duly recorded in the office of the Register 
of Kings County on July 21, 1892, there can 
be no question; nor can there be any doubt 
that the deed, having been recorded, had 
passed beyond the control or dominion of 
the grantors. While there is perhaps a 
conflict of evidence as to the view in which 
the plaintiff. regarded the _ transaction,
